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EEFORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN 


To  the  Citizens  and  Taxpayers  of  Southbridj^e : 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  desire  at  this  time  to  call  the 
attention  of  the  taxpayers  and  citizens  to  the  necessit}^  of  in- 
augurating a  system  of  rigid  economy  in  the  expenditures 
of  the  Town's  money.  We  care  not  whether  the  contem- 
plated improvements  are  to  be  paii  out  of  the  tax  levy  of  this 
year  or  whether  it  is  to  be  paid  by  notes.  We  are  already 
paying  too  much  of  our  income  for  interest  money  that  does 
not  reduce  the  indebtedness  a  single  dollar. 

While  we  would  not  recommend  that  any  absolutely 
necessary  work  be  postponed  where  it  is  going  to  work  an  in- 
jury to  property  of  the  town,  yet  we  would  advise  going 
slowly  in  order  to  allow  the  business  man  and  mechanic  an 
opportunity  to  recuperate  a  little  if  possible,  after  the  very 
unsatisfactory  business  for  the  past  year. 

It  is  the  desire  of  the  board  at  this  particular  time  to  ex- 
press its  appreciation  of  the  services  of  Mr.  Albert  R.  Brown, 
Asst.  Clerk  of  the  board.  For  more  than  20  years  this  gentle- 
man has  devoted  his  time  to  the  clerical  work  of  this  office 
and  his  pleasant  personality  has  won  him  many  true  friends. 
He  has  served  under  several  Boards  always  to  the  entire  satis- 
faction of  the  officials. 

To  Mr.  Brown  wp  ext<'nd  our  sincere  thanks. 

The  bridge  ov<*r  the  railroad  tracks  at  Fort  Siiiiiptrr  was 


deemed  unsafe  for  traffic  and  in  conjunction  with  the  High- 
way Survej^or  it  w^as  closed.  This  caused  a  detour  around 
through  Sandersdal  Village  for  those  using  this  road.  After 
considering  the  question  your  Selectmen  petitioned  the 
County  Commissioners  to  alter  and  repair  this  bridge  and 
approaches.  We  also  are  asking  the  Public  Utilities  Commis- 
sion to  reopen  the  grade  crossing  at  this  point  until  the  work 
is  completed.  These  petitions  are  still  pending,  no  hearing 
having  been  called  as  yet.  In  the  meantime  the  Board  ar- 
ranged a  meeting  with  the  Engineer  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H. 
R.  R.  Co.,  to  consider  the  plans  and  expense  of  this  alteration. 
This  conference  was  held  and  while  no  definite  solution  was 
accepted,  w^e  believe  that  «it  will  be  adjusted  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  the  citizens.  It  will  of  course  mean  an  expenditure  of 
money  in  the  near  future. 

Automobile  i:>ai*king,  jitney  and  electric  cai-  operation 
have  again  been  one  of  the  leading  measures  that  have  had  to 
be  dealt  with  during  the  year. 

The  change  from  electric  cars  to  motor  busses  have  i*e- 
sulted  in  the  different  companies  establishing  waiting  stations 
which  have  filled  a  long  looked  for  convenience  to  the  pub- 
lic. There  has  been  installed  in  these  waiting  rooms  semi  public 
comfort  stations  w^hicli  are  situated  in  the  center  of  the  busi- 
ness section  of  the  town,  at  no  cost  to  the  town. 

The  Worcester  Consolidated  Street  Railway  Company  has 
-  agreed  to  take  out  those  rails  in  streets  designated  by  the  Se- 
lectmen and  to  repair  or  allow  a  sum  of  money  for  that  work  : 
this  w^ork  will  begin  as  soon  in  the  spring  as  weather  permits. 

Diagonal  i)arking  is  now  in  force  on  Main  Street,  and  to 
give  more  space  to  motorists  the  Selectmen  removed  the 
signs  and  allowed  parking  on  Hamilton  Street:  the  Board  also 
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allowed  busses  to  stop  alongside  of  the  curb  at  their  waiting 
stations.  The  area  from  Soiithbridge  National  Bank  Build- 
ing to  Everett  street  Avas  restricted  to  automobiles  for  hire, 
that  is.  no  private  cars  are  alloAved  in  that  space. 

The  liability  insurance  for  motor  vehicles  for  hire  was 
changed  from  $5,000  to  $20,000  limits  to  $5,000  to  $10,000,  the 
same  as  required  by  the  State  Compulsory  Liability  Insurance 
law,  which  became  effective  this  year. 

The  following  articles  of  the  annual  meeting  of  1927  were 
referred  to  the  Selectmen  for  action  or  to  report  at  another 
meeting : — 

Article  15. — The  Board  has  considered  the  question  of 
buying  another  site  for  a  toAvn  barn  but  have  not  at  this  time 
any  definite  one  to  recommend,  therefore  have  not  considered 
selling  the  old  barn  and  land  on  Goddard  Street.  We  recom- 
mend that  it  be  left  for  future  consideration  as  it  will  mean  a 
large  expenditure  of  money. 

Article  28. — The  sidewalk  on  Main  Street  opposite  the 
proposed  new  Post  Office  Building  has  not  been  built,  but  the 
Selectmen  are  in  a  position  to  start  work  as  soon  as  operation 
begins  on  the  proposed  building,  which  we  understand  will  be 
in  the  near  future.  We  hope  that  it  will  be  pushed  to  comple- 
tion and  we  feel  assured  it  will  be  an  ornament  to  our  now 
beautiful  Main  Street  and  buildings  nearby. 

The  town  has  received  the  sum  of  $737.00  for  rentals  of 
the  town  hall  during  the  year,  the  largest  amount  in  several 
years.  We  have  made  many  needed  repairs  to  the  building, 
such  as  new  and  more  gutters  and  conductor  pipes,  basement 
windows  repaired,  the  slate  roof,  copper  valleys  and  brick 
work  put  in  good  condition,  a  large  room  in  basement  used  by 
the  American  Legion,  plastered,  new  brass  pipes  to  replace 


old  lead  pipes  and  many  other  small  repairs  that  always  are 
appearing  in  a  building  as  old  as  this  one,  which  was  built 
in  1888. 

The  Selectmen  have  received  complaint  and  have  been 
waited  on  by  a  committee  from  the  merchants  of  the  town  re- 
monstrating against  the  granting  of  the  large  number  of  li- 
censes to  keep  stores  open  on  Sundays.  This  has  been  taken 
under  consideration  but  will  have  to  be  handled  by  the  in- 
coming board  as  all  licenses  expire  May  1st,  1928. 

The  Selectmen  wish  again  to  bring  to  your  attention  the 
question  of  electing  your  selectmen  for  a  term  of  three  years 
instead  of  for  one  year  as  is  now  being  done. 

Your  Selectmen  have  kept  within  the  appropriations 
granted  them  in  the  several  accounts  under  their  care  and 
considering  the  conditions  in  the  town  during  the  year,  w^e 
have  tried  to  render  a  businesslike  administration.  This  will 
be  noticed  in  the  Soldier's  Relief  Account  where  there  was  a 
substantial  balance. 

In  all  matters,  the  interest  of  the  town  was  our  first  con- 
sideration, keeping  in  mind  the  needs  and  wishes  of  the  people 
for  an  economical  government. 

Sir.  Felix  Gatineau,  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  for 
many  years,  before  his  death  December  31,  1927,  left  to  the 
Town  in  his  will  bound  volumes  of  Town  Reports  from  the 
year  1856  to  1926.  These  w^ill  be  valuable  for  reference  and 
of  historical  use  in  later  years.  An  article  will  appear  in  the 
warrant  for  the  acceptance  of  this  gift. 

Following  are  the  reports  of  the  Town  Accountant,  Engi- 
neering Department,  Fire  Engineers,  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Po- 
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lice  Department,  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures,  all  ap- 
pointees of  the  Board  which  will  explain  the  work  of  their 
several  departments  and  AVhich  we  hope  will  meet  with  your 
approval.

REPORT  OF  TOWN  ENGINEER 


The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 
1'own  of  Southbridfre.  Mass. 

Gentlemen : 

The  Engineering'  Department  herewith  submits  a  report 
of  its  activities  for  the  period  from  March,  1927.  to  the  pres- 
ent date  and  its  recommendations  for  the  coming  year. 

There  has  been  but  little  public  work  done  during  1927 
due  to  the  economy  program  voted  at  the  annual  Town  Meet- 
ing of  March.  1927.  The  repairs  to  the  Cliff  Street  sanitary 
sewer  and  the  extension  of  the  Worcester  Street  sanitary 
sewer  main  were  carried  out  under  the  direction  of  the  Sewer 
Commissioners  and  by  supervision  of  this  office. 

The  appropriations  for  repairs  to  the  Lebanon  Hill  road 
was  spent  by  the  Highway  Department  under  the  supervi- 
.sion  of  this  department. 

At  the  request  of  the  Committee  of  the  Cole  Trade 
School  we  furnished  an  inspector  who  acted  as  Clerk  of  the 
Works  during  construction. 

There  has  been  a  substantial  amount  uf  work  done  on  the 
town  plan.  We  have  conferred  withthe  U.  S.  Coast  and  Geo- 
detic Survey  and  the  Massacliusetts  Harbor  and  Lands  Com- 
missions and  have  tied  our  local  plan  into  their  triangular 
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system.  With  the  data  Avhioh  we  have  received  from  the  en- 
gineering- departments  of  some  of  the  local  industrial  plants 
and  from  private  agencies  we  are  now  at  the  stage  where  it 
is  possible  to  make  some  real  headway  on  the  actual  construc- 
tion of  a  comprehensive  town  plan. 

Much  of  che  information  relating  to  town  engineering 
projects,  information  for  which  the  town  has  already  paid 
good  money,  is  in  private  hands  and  we  often  have  to  do  the 
Avork  over  again. 

The  maintenance  and  erection  of  traffic  and  Avarning 
signs,  the  painting  of  traffic  and  parking  lanes  on  our  prin- 
ciple streets  has  been  done  by  this  department.  After  much 
controversy  the  system  for  i)arking  on  Main  Street  was 
clianged  from  perpendicnlar  to  diagonal  and  we  feel  that 
the  change  has  been  justified. 

Our  recommendations  for  1928  are  based  on  a  careful  in- 
vestigation of  the  needs  of  our  community.  This  depart- 
ment feels  that  too  much  emphasis  cannot  be  placed  upon 
the  necessity  of  completing  the  concrete  pavement  on  Main 
Street  from  Oakes  Avenue  westerly  to  Hamilton  Street.  This 
must  be  done  to  divert  some  of  the  traffic  from  Hamilton 
Street  and  also  to  realize  some  benefit  from  the  expenditures 
already  made  at  this  location. 

We  also  feel  that  the  southerly  side  of  Main  Street  at 
the  sites  of  the  proposed  Post  Office  and  National  Bank  build- 
ings should  be  paved  when  these  structures  are  built. 

That  portion  of  Marcy  Street  from  ]\Iain  to  Edwards 
should  be  paved  with  concrete.  The  public  buildings  in  this 
section  demand  such  an  improvement.  This  street  at  pres- 
ent is  in  very  poor  condition. 
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There  are  some  sections  of  the  town  that  require  side- 
walks. Those  most  urgently  needed  are  located  as  follows: 
Park  Avenue.  Columbus  Avenue,  Green  Avenue,  Rose  Street, 
nud  Dresser  Street  from  ]\Iarcy  Street  to  Harding  Court.  It 
is  our  recommendation  that  these  be  built  this  year. 

AVe  have  silent  a  considerable  amount  of  our  time  in- 
vestigating the  storm  water  sewer  situation  and  are  con- 
vinced that  unless  something  is  done  to  take  care  of  the  prob- 
lem and  unless  we  built  a  section  each  year  and  thereby  ex- 
tend the  project  over  a  period  of  years  the  town  wdll  face  a 
proposition  that  will  seem  most  costly.  That  section  in  the 
vicinity  of  Mechanics,  Worcester,  and  Charlton  Streets  should 
be  drained  into  the  Quinebaug  River. 

There  have  been  complaints  brought  to  our  attention 
relative  to  the  storm  water  situation  at  Summer,  Everett,  and 
Cohasse  Streets  and  we  are  recommending  the  construction  of 
a  storm  water  sewer  in  this  locality. 

We  also  recommend  the  installation  of  two  catch  basins 
on  High  Street  Extension  and  one  catch  basin  on  Glover 
Street  with  the  connections  into  the  existino-  system  at  this 
point. 

From  our  observation  of  the  country  roads  we  are  of  the 
opinion  that  a  considerable  amount  of  money  could  be  saved 
and  better  highways  would  result  if  our  Highway  Department 
w^ould  use  a  so-called  split-log  drag  during  the  months  that 
the  roads  are  not  frozen.  Neighboring  communities  have  had 
very  good  success  with  this  metliod  of  maintaining  unim- 
proved roads.  On  our  unimproved  streets  it  might  be  advis- 
able to  experiment  with  calcium  chloride  as  a  dust  {>rev^»nt- 
tive  rather  than  the  road  oil  now  used. 
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We  desire  at  this  time  to  thank  the  various  town  boards 
for  their  assistance  and  eo-operation  during  the  year.

Tlie  Board  has  revised  the  quarantine  rules  governing 
contagious  diseases  as  recommended  b}^  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health  at  Boston,  the  only  radical  change  is 
that  which  allows  the  adult  worker  in  the  house  quarantine(i 
to  go  in  and  out  to  work,  with  the  understanding  that  the  pa- 
tient is  kept  in  a  separate  room  and  is  cared  for  by  someone 
other  than  the  one  allowed  to  go  in  and  out  of  the  house. 
This  rule  is  being  used  in  most  of  the  State  and  helps  the 
family  financially. 

The  public  dump  on  Harrington  Street  will  probably  be 
closed  during  the  year  as  the  contract  with  the  owner  expires 
in  August,  1928.  Some  other  place  wall  have  to  be  secured 
as  this  location  is  too  near  dwellings  and  your  Board  is  try- 
ing to  find  a  place  that  will  be  satisfactory  to  all,  near  the 
center  of  the  town.  This  is  difficult  because  buildings  aie 
constantly  being  erected  in  the  suburbs.

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EARLY  RECOGNITION  OF  INFANTILE  PARALYSIS 


With  this  invader  making  its  appalling-  hand  felt  in  all 
sections  of  the  country,  physicians  everywhere  need  to  be 
doubly  watchful  for  the  initial  symptoms. 

A  brief  resume  contained  in  an  article  by  Surgeon  W.  11. 
Frost  of  the  United  States  Public  Health  Service  is  as  fol- 
lows :  Infantile  paralysis  is  characterized  almost  invariably 
by  a  rise  in  temperature,  and  the  next  common  symptom  is 
gastro-intestinal  disturbance.  There  is  general  iil  feeling, 
headache,  restlessness  and  irritability  followed  by  drowsiness 
with  a  disinclination  to  move  the  body  or  to  be  moved.  There 
is  a  stiffness  of  the  neck  and  spine,  indicated  by  the  position 
the  patient  takes  in  bed  and  by  complaint  of  pain  when  the 
spine  is  flexed.  The  tendon  reflexes  are  usually  abnormal 
and  there  may  be  marked  tremor  or  ataxia  with  muscular 
weakness.  The  paralysis  that  occurs  usually  in  two  or  three 
days  from  the  onset  of  illness  is  not  accompanied  by  loss  of 
sensation.  The  legs  are  more  frequently  affected  than  the 
arms;  occasionally  the  muscles  of  the  ])alate  are  affected, 
or  the  visional  muscles  or  the  external  rectus  muscles  of  the 
eye.  In  fatal  cases,  death  is  due  to  paralysis  of  the  muscles 
of  respiration  usually  preceded  by  progressive  paralysis  of  the 
extremities. 

The  infection  is  perhaps,  as  prevalent  as  measles,  but  it 
rarely  gives  rise  to  the  disease,  the  more  usual  result  being 
the  establishment  of  immunity  without  the  manifestation  of 
recognizable  symptoms.  Diagnosis  may  usually  be  established 
by  lumbar  puncture,  but  this  should  be  attempted  only  by  one 
skilled  in  its  technique  and  then  only  after  consideration  as 
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to  wli-.'tlier  the  benefit  will  justify  the  procedure,  according  to 
Dr.  Frost. 

Tredtinent  foll(nving-  diagnosis.  Efforts  must  be  directed 
toward  limiting  the  extent  of  injury  by  placing  the  patient 
at  rest  as  comi)letely  as  possible.  Massage  of  the  paralyzed 
muscle  is  harmful.  Rest  is  the  most  important  thing  of  all 
in  the  acute  stage  of  the  diseasse.  When  the  convalescent 
stage  begins,  usually  in  about  six  weeks,  gentle  massage  and 
passive  movement  may  be  used,  but  they  are  capable  of  do- 
ing harm  as  well  as  good. 

l^iU'iuL'-  the  recent  epidemic  in  Massachusetts  the  average 
age  of  the  children  who  had  the  disease  was  5  years  and  8 
months.  This  corresponds  to  the  average  age  of  previous 
epidemics.  Tliere  were  two  adult  cases,  one  a  man  31  years 
old  and  the  other  a  woman  of  40  years. 

For  the  year  1927.  through  the  week  ended  October  22, 
7544  cases  were  reported  in  47  of  our  states.  This  may  be 
compared  with  a  total  of  2754  cases  which  occurred  in  these 
states  during  the  whole  of  1926.  Massachusetts  reported  913 
cases  in  1927.

Homes  where  contagious  diseases  have  been  discovered  by 
physicians  and  reported  to  this  office ;  cards  have  been  posted 
and  quarantine  established  for  the  protection  of  the  public. 

Year  by  year  the  population  see  that  more  cleanliness 
means  less  sickness  and  less  nuisance,  therefore  I  find  that 
the  yards,  houses  and  streets  are  kept  more  tidy  which  is  a 
good  advertisement  for  our  town. 

\TUe  work  of  the  year  has  been  most  pleasant  and  for 
which  I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  and  the  citizens  of  the  town.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH  NURSE 


To  tile  Honorable  Board  of  Health  : 
Gentlemen : 

1  hereby  submit  my  report  as  Board  of  Health  Xiirse  for 
the  year  1927. 

During  the  past  three  years,  fifteen  percent  of  the  school 
])opulation  of  Massachusetts  have  been  examined,  to  find  chil- 
dren affected  with  tuberculosis.  This  work  has  given  us  the 
following  facts  that  are  worth  considering,  if  we  wish  to  help 
the  boys  and  girls  in  our  schools. 

The  X-Ray  revealed  many  over-weight  and  ai)parently 
normal  children  who  had  Hilum  Tuberculosis.  With  that  in 
mind  all  school  children  are  now  examined,  instead  of  under- 
weights, contacts  and  suspicious  cases.  More  girls  at  the  age 
of  twelve  than  boys  were  affected,  and  more  deaths  from  tuber- 
culosis among  children  under  fifteen  years  of  age,  than  from 
any  other  contagious  or  infectious  children's  disease. 

An  X-Ray  picture  of  the  chest  seems  to  be  the  only  way 
to  find  the  disease  in  the  incipient  stage. 

Dr.  Charles  S.  Millet,  the  state  clinician,  examined  the 
pupils  who  were  given  special  supervision  during  the  year 
This  re-exaxaination  took  place  June  2,  1927,  in  the  high  school.

Funds  from  the  sale  of  Tuberculosis  seals  maintained  ten 
children  at  the  Worcester  children's  vacation  camp  at  Sterl- 
ing Junction,  and  provided  free  service  in  the  Tonsillectomy 
clinic,  at  the  Worcester  City  Hospital  for  three  girls  and  two 
boys.  These  children  had  recommendations  from  the  State 
Clinician  to  have  tonsils  and  adenoids  removed. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  the  percent  underweight  and 
amount  gained  during  the  two  weeks  at  camp.  One  seven  and 
three  fifteen  percent  underweight,  consumed  daily  one  and 
a  half  quarts  of  milk,  slept  tAvelve  hours,  rest  one  hour  and 
gained  from  one  and  a  half  to  four  pounds. 

Poor  posture  and  faulty  food  habits,  imi)roved  in  every 

case. 

The  routine  physical  examination  was  made  by  the  school 
physician  assisted  by  the  nurse.  It  was  gratifying  to  see  that 
many  of  the  defects  most  frequently  encountered  had  been 
corrected.  The  parents  have  co-operated  in  this  matter  in  a 
remarkable  way.

PUBLIC  WELFARE

Joseph  X.  Payant,  Warden  of  Infirmary. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Southbridge: 

The  year  1927  has  been  in  the  estimation  of  this  Board  the 
hardest  year  ever  experienced  by  the  people  of  Southbridge. 

Unemployment  has  been  the  main  cause  for  needed  relief 
with  the  regular  causes  such  as  old  age.  sickness,  etc.,  contri- 
buting their  share.  Even  with  these  conditions  the  expense 
of  the  outside  poor  has  been  cut  $13,000.  The  Mothers'  Ai  l 
and  Almshouse  Accounts  remain  about  the  same.  The  credit 
for  this  saving  is  entirely  due  the  valuable  work  of  Mr.  Her- 
bert H.  Michon  who  was  appointed  in  March  as  the  first  Al- 
moner of  Southbridge.  His  report  to  this  Board  we  render  as 
a  part  of  our  own. 

Conditions  have  not  improved  and  what  the  year  1928 
will  bring  is  simply  a  matter  of  conjecture. 

Our  Almshouse  on  Chestnut  Street,  now  officially  known 
as  the  Southbridge  Infirmary,  is  in  excellent  condition,  the 
heating  system  has  been  renovated  and  a  supply  system  for  hoi 
water  has  been  installed.  One  coat  of  paint  was  put  on  the 
1  mil  (lings  and  the  second  contracted  for  to  be  put  on  in  May. 
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The  barn  has  been  repaired  and  we  feel  no  unusual  expense 
will  be  needed  in  1928.  Mr.  Joseph  N.  Payant  has  been  ap- 
pointed warden  and  Mrs.  Yvonne  Mandeville  matron.  Mrs. 
Mandeville  succeeded  her  mother,  Mrs.  Payant,  who  died  in 
June  and  this  Board  wish  to  express  its  sorrow  at  the  loss  or 
an  interested  tireless  friend  to  the  unfortunate  people  who 
eame  under  her  care. 

We  now  have  at  the  yard  on  Chestnut  Street,  about  160 
cords  of  wood  ready  for  delivery  to  the  outside  poor  and 
mothers'  aid  cases. 

We  wish  to  th^nk  the  various  town  officials  for  their  co- 
operation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CEMETERY 
COMMITTEE 

For  the  Year  Ending-  December  31st.  1927. 


The  Cemetery  Committee  organized  for  the  year  of  1927 
with  George  H.  Hartwell  as  Chairman  and  S.  ^Y.  Williams  as 
Clerk. 

Eleven  lots  were  sold  dnring-  the  year,  ten  lots  accepted 
for  Perpetual  Care,  five  hundred  and  eight  sunken  graves 
graded,  twelve  lots  reseeded  and  forty-three  graves  opened. 

The  water  system  was  extended  six  hundred  feet.  This 
was  done  to  accommodate  those  who  purchased  lots  during 
the  past  two  years  in  one  of  the  new  sections. 

Through  a  readjustment  of  our  funds  an  amount  of  money 
was  available  to  spend  in  filling  what  Avas  Pleasure  Pond. 
We  advertised  for  bids  for  earth  filling.  Six  bids  were  re- 
ceived, the  lowest  being  J.  Arthur  Genereux,  the  price  ninety 
cents  per  cubic  yard.  Enough  filling  was  purchased  to  nearly 
fill  this  section  to  the  desired  grade.  It  is  our  desire  to  cover 
this  with  loam,  seed  it  down  and  beautify  this  part  by  the 
planting  of  ornamental  shrubs  and  trees.  It  Avill  be  a  number 
of  years  before  this  filling  has  settled  sufficiently  to  enable  us 
to  open  graves  here. 

The  greater  part  of  our  ap{)ro[)riation  and  interest  is  spent 
in  hibor,  as  more  lots  ai'e  sold  and  more  perpetual  cares  receiv- 
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ed,  our  work  increases.  It  was  necessary  to  keep  four  men  thru- 
out  the  Summer  and  early  Fall.  During  the  Summer  the  per- 
petual care  lots  w^ere  mowed,  trimmed  and  raked  three  times 
a  month.  These  lots  were  carefully  checked  over  four  times 
during  the  year.  Sunken  graves  filled,  grave  markers  straight- 
ened and  other  necessary  work  done.  As  much  time  as  could 
-  be  spared  was  put  in  on  the  non-care  lots  in  an  endeavor  to 
keep  the  whole  Cemetery  in  as  neat  a  condition  as  possible. 

The  old  part  of  the  Cemetery  specified  by  Miss  Hannah  M. 
Edwards  in  the  trust  fund  she  created,  was  mowed,  raked  and 
trimmed  twelve  times  during  the  year.  Nine  lots  were  graded, 
sixteen  yards  of  loam  being  used  in  this  w^ork.  Starting  at 
the  Main  Street  entrance  about  half  the  monuments  and  grave 
markers  were  re-set  and  straightened. 

Five  weeks  was  spent  in  the  Cole  lot,  removing  dead 
trees  and  cutting  out  what  brush  had  accumulated  during  the 
year. 

The  total  amount  collected  by  the  Cemetery  Department 
from  all  sources  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1927,  was 
$1811.00.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Jacol)  Edwards  Library: 

USE 

In  1927.  the  Library  has  had  the  largest  increase  in  the 
circulation  of*  books  that  it  lias  ever  had  in  a  sinjrle  year. 
81,674  books  were  taken  out  for  home  use.  an  inei-ease  of  17 
per  cent  over  1926.  This  increase  was  probably  due  partially 
to  lack  of  work  in  the  town.  However,  in  two  years  there  has 
been  a  decrease  of  two  per  cent  in  the  proportion  of  fiction 
circulated,  which  would  indicate  increased  interest  in  worth- 
while books.  Also,  our  townspeople  would  probably  be 
amazed  if  they  knew  the  percentage  of  fiction  circulated  wdiich 
the  classics  represent — Dickens,  Thaokery.  Huii'o.  Dumas, 
Georp-e  Eliot,  Cooper.  Conrad,  etc. 

There  is  a  steadily  increasing  use  of  the  library  for  ref- 
erence. No  statistics  are  kept  of  this  service,  but  the  demand 
is  so  large  that  it  is  often  difficult  to  meet  it  adequately. 

The  reading  rooms  are  usually  well  filled,  and  the  periodi- 
cals used  to  tatters. 

GROWTH 

The  Library-  contains  26,953  volumes;  641  volumes  were 
worn  out  and  discarded :  491  of  these  were  replaced  with  new 
copies.  Nine  hundred  and  sixty  volumes  were  added  to  the 
library,  of  which  72  volumes  were  gifts.  We  have  again  added 
goodly  numbers  of  standard  books  of  non-fiction,  books  which 
do  not  circulate  constantly,  but  are  very  necessary  to  students, 
both  young  and  old. 

A  gift  from  the  Woman's  Educational  Association  of 
Boston  of  books  and  pictures  on  Freneh  art.  and  3.")  volumes 
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of  books  in  Italian,  has  been  very  welcome.  There  is  a  great 
demand  for  books  in  foreign  languages,  which  we  have  not 
siit¥icient  income  to  fill.  We  have,  however,  a  good  collection 
of  readers  in  easy  English  to  help  our  townspeople  to  learn 
English. 

Two  liundred  and  seventy-eight  volumes  have  been  re- 
bound. 

BUILDING 

The  planting  about  the  building  has  added  greatly,  not 
on]\-  to  the  beauty  of  the  library  building,  but  also  to  the  at- 
tractiveness of  the  center  of  the  town.  A  new  floor  of  rub- 
ber tiles  has  made  the  newspaper-room  delightful.  Both  were 
made  possible  by  the  income  from  the  "Edwards  Fund.'' 
which  has  also  paid  for  one-fifth  of  all  our  expenditures. 

ACTIVITIES 

The  Library  has  been  kept  open  between  five-thirty  and 
six-thirty  during  the  whole  year,  and  on  Sunday  afternoon, 
except  from  May  to  October.  The  attendalS'ce  seems  to  well 
warrant  the  additional  expense. 

A  number  of  small  reading  clubs  have  used  the  ''His- 
torical room"  for  their  meetings.  This  room  could  be  used 
for  evening  reading  clubs,  as  well. 

Over  the  whole  country  is  a  tremendous  increase  in  the 
desire  to  learn,  to  know.  With  many,  it  is  a  question  how 
to  begin,  what  to  read.  The  Library  offers  you  reading 
courses,  arranged  by  experts,  along  many  lines.  You  can 
gain  quite  as  much  from  these  as  from  most  correspondence 
schools.   Why  not  try  them

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REPORT  OF  THE  SEWER 
COMMISSIONERS 


Southbridge,  Mass.,  February  16,  1928. 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Southbridge,  Massachusetts: 

The  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  herewith  submit  their 
report  for  the  year  ending  December  31st  1927. 

The  ncAV  filtering  beds  are  working  a  hundred  per  cent 
satisfaction  under  normal  conditions  although  sewerage  must 
be  converted  into  the  river  during  heavy  rainstorms  due  to 
the  extreme  amount  of  roof  waters  and  surface  drain  being 
connected  into  our  sanitary  sewer.  These  waters  should  be 
extracted  from  our  sewerage  system  as  both  the  filter  beds 
and  sewerage  system  are  not  adequate  to  care  for  such  ex- 
treme amounts  of  water.  Inasmuch  as  every  heavy  storms 
such  as  we  have  experienced  in  1927,  the  sewer  system  com- 
pletely fills,  rising  to  a  level  back  as  far  as  the  whole  entire 
flat  section  causing  sewerage  to  leach  out  of  pipe  joints  and 
into  property  owners'  cellars.  We  are  in  hopes  to  be  able  to 
have  these  waters  extracted  from  the  sewerage  system  in  the 
near  future.  Several  man-holes  were  raised  throughout  the 
streets  of  the  town  to  meet  the  present  grades.  A 
375-foot  stretch  of  sewer  was  built  on  Worcester  Street 
from  our  sewer  assessment  revenues.  A  portion  of 
Cliff  Street  sewer  running  along  the  banks  of  the  so-called 
New^  Mill  Pond  was  rebuilt  at  a  cost  of  $659.25,  helping 
greatly  to  the  conditions  existing  in  that  locality.    We  have 


issued  twenty-seven  permits  for  entering*  into  the  sewer  sys- 
tem of  1927.  The  Clectract  tractor  which  is  now  used  for  the 
plowing-  of  the  filter  beds  and  havino-  worked  throughout  the 
construction  of  the  filter  beds  is  now  completely  worn  out 
beyond  repairs,  for  which  we  recommend  an  appropriation 
of  ^1225.00  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  tractor.

REPORT  OF  THE  PLAYGROUNDS 
COMMITTEE 


^outlibridg-e,  Mass.,  August  4,  1927. 

I  'hairnian.  School  Committee  : 
Dear  Sir : 

1  hereby  submit  to  you  a  report  of  the  playground  season 
beginning  July  11,  and  ending  August  3. 

i)n  July  8th  I  called  a  meeting  of  all  playground  instruc- 
tors, but  owing  to  many  of  the  teachers  being  aAvay  on  vaca- 
tion, had  to  postpone  it  until  Monday,  July  11.  We  were  very 
pleased  to  have  ]\Irs.  Dudley  Clarke,  Secretary  of  the  School 
Board,  with  us  at  this  meeting.  All  instructors  were  given 
outlines  of  the  work  which  was  to  be  carried  on  during  the 
season.  Miss  Hall,  the  basketry  instructor,  was  able  to  begin 
work  the  first  day  as  the  basketry  material  was  ordered  be- 
fore playgrounds  begun,  but  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  other 
material  had  not  been  ordered,  the  other  instructors  were 
handicapped  for  a  few  days  in  their  industrial  work.  The 
Athletic  Directors  were  also  unable  to  start  their  baseball 
activities  on  the  first  day,  as  the  baseballs  were  not  given  to 
them  until  the  second  day  of  playgrounds.  The  number  of 
baseballs  received  by  the  Directors  of  the  Playgrounds  from 
Di-.  Pelo(piin  are  as  follows:  Central  18.  School  13,  Elm  10, 
Union  12,  Sandersdale  12,  taking  away  six  (6)  of  last  year's 
balls  from  Sandersdale.   Mr.  Thibeault  also  received  three  (3) 
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more  balls  during  the  season,  and  Mr.  Proulx  received  two 
(2),  making  a  total  of  twenty  balls  for  Central  Street  and  six- 
teen for  School.  There  were  also  sixteen  bats  left  at  Cen- 
tral Street. 

Meetings  were  held  every  Wednesday  morning  at  ten 
o'clock  in  the  American  Legion  Rooms,  Town  Hall.  All  the 
instnictors  made  weekly  reports  at  these  meetings. 

During  the  short  period  of  three  and  one-half  weeks  of 
playgrounds  about  eight  hundred  and  fifty  (850)  articles 
were  completed.  These  included  Basketry,  Sewing,  Weaving, 
and  Painting.  Acting  on  a  suggestion  of  a  member  of  the 
School  Board,  children  brought  material  from  home  to  em- 
broider:  vases  and  shoe  trees  were  also  painted.  Miss  Soldani 
donated  book  ends  on  which  the  children  stenciled  and  painted 
designs  which  were  very  effective. 

We  had  a  daily  average  attendance  of  nine  hundred 
children.  Many  new  singing  and  active  games  were  taught 
to  the  children  and  the  children  were  very  enthusiastic  all 
season  and  looked  forward  to  the  final  week.  Races,  relays, 
dances  and  games  were  played  and  practiced  every  day  in 
preparation  for  the  final  day,  and  all  were  very  disappointed 
on  learning  that  the  season  was  to  be  so  short. 

Senior  and  Junior  boys  and  girls  of  the  Central  and  School 
iStreot  Playgrounds  were  prepared  to  pass  the  Badge  test 
given  by  the  Playground  and  Recreation  Association  of  Amer- 
ica, but  owing  to  the  unexpected  closing  of  playgrounds,  the 
instTOCtors  were  unable  to  carry  out  the  tests. 

The  baseball  schedule  of  the  Senior  and  Junior  boys, 
planned  and  carried  out  by  the  Athletic  Directors,  caused 
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a  great  'leal  of  interest  among  the  children  of  the  different 
grounds.  The  Senior  league  games  were  played  on  the  Dresser 
Street  Playground,  and  the  Junior  League  games  were  played 
either  on  the  School  Street  or  Central  Street  grounds.  The 
competition  between  the  Senior  girls  of  the  larger  grounds 
was  especially  edifying.  The  principal  game  between  these 
girls  was  Punch  Ball,  which  always  drew  a  large  attendance 
of  children  at  which  ever  ground  they  were  scheduled  to 
play. 

Enclosed  with  this  report  you  will  find  an  inventory  of 
all  the  stock  on  hand  at  the  different  grounds,  also  the  sup- 
ply list  for  material  needed  for  next  season.  I  would  recom- 
mend that  more  time  be  spent  on  recreational  activities  than 
on  the  industrial  work,  which  would  of  course,  eliminate  a 
t;i'eat  deal  of  expense  to  the  town,  as  this  would  not  require  as 
many  instructors  as  we  have  at  the  present  time.

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1927. 

It  has  been  my  policy  to  remove  all  dead  and  dangerous 
branches,  and  prune  the  important  trees  of  the  town;  giving 
proper  care  to  the  old  and  new  wounds  to  prevent  disease  and 
insect  spread. 

The  condition  of  the  public  trees  as  a  whole  is  good. 

One  fault  I  have  found  on  a  few  streets  is  trees  planted 
too  near  together  for  their  own  good,  causing  much  dead 
wood  from  lack  of  sunshine. 

T  wish  at  this  time  to  thank  Messrs.  A.  M.  Bartholomew 
and  J.  Lippe  for  removing  the  underbrush  and  rubbish  on 
the  tf»wn  lot  bordering  on  Marcy  Street. 

Thirty-one  trees  planted  this  year  with  applications  al- 
leady  in  for  nearly  that  amount  for  next  year. 

Applications  for  removal  of  thirteen  trees  received. 
Twelvt'  removed.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an  au- 
dit of  the  accounts  of  the  to^vn  of  Southbridge  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1927.  and  submit  the  following  report 
thereon : 

The  financial  transactions  of  the  town  as  recorded  on 
the  books  of  the  several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing 
money  for  the  town,  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were 
examined  and  reconciled  with  the  books  and  records  in  the 
tT)wn  accountant's  office. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  town  accountant's  office 
were  examined  and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were 
checked  with  the  departmental  records  and  with  the  treas- 
urer's books,  and  the  recorded  payments  were  checked  with 
the  treasurer's  records. 

The  appropriation  accounts  were  checked  with  the  town 
clerk's  record  of  appropriations  and  transfers  voted  by  the 
town. 

The  ledger  was  analyzed,  necessary  adjustments  bein^r 
made  to  bring  the  ledger  accounts  in  balance,  and  a  balance 
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sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared  show- 
ing the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on  December  31,  1927. 

The  classification  book  was  checked  to  the  ledger  ac- 
counts and  the  necessarj^  corrections  were  made. 

The  town  treasurer's  accounts  were  examined  and 
checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  were  checked  with 
the  records  in  the  several  departments  collecting  money  for 
the  town  and  with  the  other  sources  from  which  money  was 
paid  into  the  town  treasury.  The  paj^ments  were  checked 
with  the  warrants  authorizing  the  treasurer  to  disburse  town 
funds  and  with  the  accountant's  books. 

The  cash  book  was  footed  for  the  period  covered  by  the 
audit  and  the  cash  balance  was  reconciled  with  the  amounts 
in  the  banks  and  in  the  treasurer's  office. 

The  payments  on  account  of  debt  and  interest  were  veri- 
fied with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  with  the  cancelled  bonds, 
notes  and  coupons  on  file.  • 

The  commitment  of  sewer  assessments  to  the  treasurer 
were  proved,  the  receipts  were  checked,  the  abatements  and 
apportionments  were  verified,  and  the  outstanding  accounts 
were  listed  and  proved. 

The  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the  invesr- 
ments  of  the  sinking  fund  and  of  the  several  trust  funds  were 
examined  and  verified,  the  income,  withdrawals,  and  new  be- 
quests being  proved  and  found  to  be  as  recorded. 

Appended  to  this  report  are  tables  showing  a  reconcilia- 
tion of  the  treasurer's  cash  and  the  condition  of  the  sinking 
fund  and  the  trust  funds. 
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The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  exam- 
ined and  verified.  The  commitments  were  proved  to  the  as- 
sessors' warrants  and  the  recorded  collections  were  verified 
by  a  comparison  with  the  paj^ments  to  the  treasurer  as  shown 
by  the  treasurer's  books.  The  abatements  as  recorded  were 
checked  to  the  assessors'  records  of  abatements  granted,  and 
the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the 
town  accountant's  books. 

The  outstanding  accounts  were  further  verified  by  mail- 
ing notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on 
the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town.  One  claim  was  re- 
ceived to  the  effect  that  taxes  and  interest  amounting  to 
$J.^0.62  were  paid,  the  claim  being  substantiated  by  a  re- 
ceipted bill.  The  other  replies  received  indicate  that  the  re- 
mainint>-  accounts,  as  lifted,  are  correct. 

Sunnnaries  of  the  tax  and  assessment  accounts  and  a  re- 
conciliation of  the  tax  collector's  casl"  are  appended  to  this 
i-eport. 

The  town  clerk's  recorded  receipts  for  licenses  issued  for 
the  town  were  verified  with  the  selectmen's  record  of  licenses 
granted,  and  the  cash  on  hand  was  also  verified.  The  recordi 
of  dog  and  of  hunting  licenses  issued  were  examined,  and  the 
l^aynieiits  to  the  county  and  the  State,  respectively,  were 
Verified. 

The  j'ccords  of  receipts  from  the  rent  of  the  town  hall 
and  from  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  as  well  as  from 
the  police,  fire,  health,  highway,  public  welfare,  school,  li- 
brary and  cemetery  departments,  were  examined;  and  the 
1  ayments  to  the  treasurer  were  checked  with  the  treasurer's 
and  accountant's  books. 
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It  is  again  recommended  that  an  appropriation  be  voted 
for  State  Aid  and  that  the  reimbursements  from  the  State 
be  used  by  the  assessors  in  fixing  the  tax  lev)^,  as  is  provided 
in  Section  23,  Chapter  59,  General  Laws. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  town  treasurer,  Tax  collector,  and 
town  clerk  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  were 
examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

For  the  co-operation  received  from  the  several  town  oi 
ficials,  I  ^\"ish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for  myself,  to 
express  appreciation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN 


To  the  Citizeiis  and  Taxpayers  of  Southbridge : 

The  assessments  on  several  parcels  of  property  were  re- 
duced this  year  by  the  Board  of  Assessors  thus  lowering  the 
total  valuation  of  the  town,  yet  l)y  rigid  economy  on  the  part 
of  the  Appropriation  Committee  and  the  voters  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  the  tax  rate  remained  the  same  as  in  1927.  This 
method  of  saving  was  also  carried  on  through  the  year  by 
the  several  boards  elected  and  we  again  urge  that  especial 
attention  be  paid  to  all  expenditures,  voting  only  those  that 
are  absolutely  necessary  and  on  the  basis  of  "pay-as-you-go" 
plan. 

The  Board  this  year  did  about  the  usual  amount  of  re- 
pairs in  the  town  hall  building,  some  painting,  rebuilding 
the  coal  bin  with  brick,  also  a  new  ceiling  in  the  boiler  room 
and  other  small  repairs  that  always  appear  each  year.  We 
believe  that  the  electric  wiring:  will  soon  have  to  be  over- 
hauled and  some  replaced.  At  the  present  time  we  are  hav- 
ing a  steel  ceiling  installed  in  the  G.  A.  R.  Hall,  caused  by 
falling  plaster.  We  recommend  the  usual  appropriation  for 
this  account. 

The  Selectmen,  by  vote  of  the  town,  purchased  the  prop- 
erty known  as  the  Company  Barn,  situated  on  Mill  Street 
from  the  Hamilton  Woolen  Company  for  the  sum  of  $4800.00 
We  also  sold  at  public  auction  the  Town  Barn  property  on 
Goddard  Court  to  Onorato  and  Domenica  Micheli  for  the 
sum  of  $4750.00.    This  transfer  gives  the  tov/n,  especially  the 


Highway  Department,  a  largei  barn,  garage  r-ind  land,  which 
was  badly  needed  on  account  of  addea  equipment  and  sup- 
plies used  in  this  department. 

Through  an  agreement  with  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  R.  R. 
Co.,  a  crossing  over  their  tracks  at  Fort  Sumpter  at  grade 
was  established,  until  the  completion  of  a  new  bridge  and  ap- 
proaches at  this  point.  This  seemed  necessary  for  the  safety 
of  the  public,  as  the  bridge  constructed  by  the  S.  N.  E.  R.  R. 
Corp.  is  in  a  very  unsafe  condition.  In  co-ope.  ation  with 
the  selectmen  of  Brimii^:ld,  Sturbridge,  Dudley,  Webster  and 
other  Blackstone  Valley  tov/ns,  a  bill  was  presented  to  the 
State  Legislature  asking  that  the  State  relieve  the  several 
towns  of  the  expense  of  the  maintenance  of  these  bridges  and 
approaches ;  also  the  abolishment,  if  that  occurs. 

The  Selectmen  met  a  committee  from  the  Insurance 
Agents  Association  of  the  town  and  have  formulated  a  plan 
for  a  blanket  policy  of  insurance  covering  all  town  property, 
and  the  contents  of  same.  This  we  thought  best,  to  insure 
an  equitable  adjustment  in  case  of  a  fire,  for  we  found  all 
buildings  not  property  covered  and  many  in  which  the  con- 
tents were  not  insured  at  all. 

The  Selectmen  reached  an  agreement  with  the  Worces- 
ter Consolidated  Street  Railway  Co.,  in  relation  to  the  tracks 
in  certain  streets  not  being  used.  The  town  agreed  to  assume 
all  responsibility  of  removing  the  rails  and  restoring  the 
streets  to  a  proper  condition.  For  doing  this  the  Railway 
Company  paid  the  town  the  sum  of  $4530.00.  The  disposi- 
tion of  the  other  rails  in  the  wood  paving  in  Main  and  Me- 
chanic streets  and  those  in  the  brick  paving  on  Hamilton 
street  from  Main  to  Pine  street  is  still  under  consideration. 
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As  the  Post  Office  building  was  not  completed  this  last 
Fall  the  sidewalk  on  ^Nlain  and  Everett  Streets  was  not  com- 
pleted, this  work  will  go  on  in  the  spring  and  at  this  time 
we  wish  to  recommend  that  the  town  construct  in  the  south- 
erly half  of  Main  Street  from  the  wood  paving  easterly  to 
Everett  Street,  a  cement  paving  thus  completing  a  needed 
improvement  and  in  keeping  with  the  fine  new  buildings  in 
that  section. 

By  vote  of  the  town  we  caused  to  be  constructed  side- 
walks on  Rose  Street  and  Green  and  Columbus  Avenues. 

During  the  year  examination  was  held  by  the  State  Civil 
Service  Commission  for  the  position  of  Sealer  of  Weights 
and  Pleasures.  From  a  list  submitted  we  appointed  Mr.  G. 
Rudolphe  Larivierre  to  that  position. 

Because  of  the  death  of  Dr.  William  T.  Puch,  who  had 
held  the  position  of  Animal  Inspector  for  the  last  16  years, 
we  appointed  Dr.  William  C.  Van  Tassell  to  that  position.

REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  ENGINEER 


Feb.  8.  1929. 

The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Town  of  Soiithbridge, 
Soiithbridge,  iNlass. 

Gentlemen : — 

The  Engineering-  Department  herewith  submits  its  re- 
port for  the  period  from  March  29,  1928  to  date,  also  its  rec- 
ommendations for  the  coming  year. 

There  has  been  but  little  new  construction  done  this 
year.  The  Department  has  prepared  plans  and  supervised 
the  construction  of  sidewalks  on  Columbus  and  Green  Ave- 
nues and  Rose  Street. 

Progress  has  been  made  on  the  Town  map,  particularly 
in  the  sections  where  it  is  anticipated  that  improvements  will 
be  made  on  the  town's  system  of  storm  Avater  disposal. 

The  purchase  of  all  the  maps,  plans,  field  books,  etc., 
pertaining  to  the  town  from  H.  Amidon,  we  feel,  was  a  good 
move  as  it  places  in  our  town  records  much  valuable  informa- 
tion which  would  have  been  difficult  and  costly  to  obtain. 

Anticipating  some  public  improvements  for  the  coming 
year  we  have  prepared  plans  and  estimates  for  the  construc- 
tion of  a  concrete  highway  on  ]\Iain  Street  from  the  end  of 
the  1926  construction  at  Oakes  Avenue  westerly  to  Hamilton 


Street.  Also  another  section  of  concrete  road  on  the  southerly 
side  of  Main  Street  at  the  sites  of  the  new  Post-Office  and 
the  proposed  Bank  Building.  These  sections  are  on  an  im- 
portant street  and  this  department  recommends  their  con- 
struction this  year. 

The  residents  of  the  Hillside  section  are  deserving  of  a 
section  of  improved  highway,  and,  in  our  opinion,  an  im- 
proved type  pavement  should  be  built  on  Hartwell  Street 
from  Elm  southerly  to  Spring  Street  this  year. 

The  department  has  spent  considerable  time  in  the  pre- 
paration of  plans  for  the  disposal  of  storm  water  in  the  section 
included  by  Charlton,  Worcester  and  Mechanic  Streets  and 
the  area  between  Chapin  Street  and  Oak  Ridge  Cemetery 
from  Main  to  Cohassee  and  Caron  Streets  and  desires  to  im- 
press upon  your  Board  the  urgency  of  doing  this  work.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen. 
Gentlemen : 

We  respectfully  submit  to  you  t'lie  following  report  of  the 
activities  of  our  Board  for  the  year  1928.  Southbridge  has  been 
very  fortunate  in  19128.  because  the  general  health  of  the  com- 
rnunity  has  been  exceptionally  good,  and  comparatively  few 
cases  of  endemic  contagious  diseases  have  been  reported. 

Of  course  diptheria  has  claimed  a  few  victims,  and  tuber- 
culosis has  necessitated  some  removals  to  the  State  Sanatoria, 
that  item  of  care  of  tuberculosis  patients  is  one  of  the  largest 
in  our  budget,,  because  all  bills  from  those  institutions 
come  now  made  out  direct  to  cities  and  towns  sending 
patients  to  them,  or  even  without  the  knowledge  of  the  authori- 
ties of  cities  and  towns,  so  that  it  is  *hard  for  our  board  to 
fairly  estimate  before  hand  how  much  it  will  cost  the  Town 
for  tuberculosis. 

A'bout  diphtheria,  we  recommend  a  thorough  as  possible 
immunization  by  Toxen  Anti-toxen,  there  is  not  a  doubt  that 
we  could  eradicate  that  dreadful  disease,  if  we  were  supplied 
with  the  necessary  appropriation,  and  if  the  parents  were  will- 
ing to  co-operate,  and  understood  that  Toxen  Anti-toxen  has 
passed  the  experimental  stage  and  has  proved  beyond  a  doubt 
its  efficiency  as  a  prevention  of  one  of  the  most  serious  diseases, 
which  each  year,  takes  a  more  or  less  large  toll  of  life  among 
our  young  children,  or  leaves  baneful  effects  on  the  future  life 
of  those  children. 
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Through  lack  of  funds,  the  yearly  inspection  of  children 
in  private  schools  was  not  done  in  1928,  but  ought  to  be  done 
in  1929. 

We  beg  the  co-operation  of  the  supervisors  of  these  dif- 
ferent schools,  so  that  all  the  children  might  get  the  benefit  of 
those  examinations,  and  that  the  Board  might  control  more 
easily  the  spread  of  the  different  contagious  diseases  which 
are  lia^ble  to  be  carried  into  those  schools,  and  from  them  be 
disseminated  to  the  community  at  large. 

During  part  of  the  year,  the  Board  was  obliged  to  protect 
the  public  health  b}^  putting  a  permanent  man  at  the  dumping 
grounds  on  Harrington  Street,  that  dump  was  getting  to  be  a 
great  menace,  we  think  the  results  have  been  amply  justified 
by  our  decision  in  the  matter,  and  we  recommend  the  continu- 
ance of  that  policy. 

The  Dental  Clinic,  with  the  devoted  service  of  the  Health 
Xurse  and  the  co-operation  of  the  School  Authorities  has  been 
a  great  success. 

Everything  considered  it  is  with  a  feeling  of  satisfaction 
in  the  work  done  by  the  various  departments  under  our 
control  that  we  submit  this  report  to  you.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Health: 
Gentlemen : 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  as  Board  of  Health  Nurse  for 
the  year  1928. 

A  dental  campaign  for  a  hundred  per  cent  mouth,  is  the 
project  this  year,  on  the  school  program  to  stimulate  new  in- 
terest in  health  habits.  All  children  who  have  visited  the  dental 
clinic,  or  their  own  dentist  and  have  had  all  dental  work  done 
that  is  necessary,  will  receive  a  certificate  signed  by  the 
dentist.  These  certificates,  issued  by  the  State  Department  of 
Health  entitles  the  bearer  to  a  tag  which  will  be  presented  at 
the  May  Day  round-up  :  , 

In  order  to  build  sound  teeth  and  healthy  gums  all  the 
rules  of  right  living  must  be  followed.  Carious  teeth  cause  an 
unclean  mouth.  Toothache  and  disease  of  the  gums  may  result. 

The  aental  clinic  was  opened  every  monday  and  Tuesday 
forenoon  from  October  1,  to  June  1.  Each  dentist  on  duty  for 
a  month.

Rules,"  to  help  them  attain  normal  weight. 

During  the  summer  underweight  children  were  selected  to 
spend  a  month  at  the  Children's  Vacation  Camp  at  Sterling 
Junction,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Southern  Worcester  Health 
Association.  Four  boys  were  scheduled  for  July  and  three 
girls  for  August.  This  year  the  officers  in  charge  felt  that  a 
month  Avas  necessary  to  show  results.  Several  children,  how- 
ever, returned  before  the  allotted  time. 

The  camp  is  maintained  from  funds  raised,  throughout  the 
county,  by  the  sale  of  Christmas  seals. 

Pasteurized  milk  was  served  to  the  children  for  the  small 
sum  of  fifteen  cents  per  week.  The  mid-morning  lunch  is  bene- 
ficial, especially  for  children  who  come  to  school  without  break- 
fast. In  many  instances,  it  is  difficult  to  have  children  drink 
milk  every  day,  without  the  co-operation  of  parent  or  teacher.

Children  can  and  should  be  protected  against  diptheria 
by  means  of  three  small  injections  of  toxin-antitoxin,  given 
one  week  apart.  In  six  months  they  should  be  given  the 
""Schick"  test  to  find  out  if  they  are  fully  protected. 

The  cure  of  tuberculosis  depends  on  early  diagno.sis.  The 
individual  who  suffers  from  a  prolonged  cough  or  cold,  or  loss 
of  weight,  night  sweats,  tired  feeling  or  who  fora  ny  reason, 
feels  below  par  physically  should  consult  his  family  physician. 

Treatment  at  a  sanatorium  is  always  recommended,  when 
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possible,  because  patients  are  taught  to  take  care  of  themselves 
and  instructed  to  recognize  new  symptoms. 

Rest,  fresh  air  and  food  are  three  far-tors  in  the  home 
treatment  of  the  disease  that  stands  out  as  being  of  para- 
mount importance. 

The  tuberculosis  dispensary  in  the  Town  Hall  was  opened 
every  Monday  evening  from  five  to  seven  P.  M.

To  Lhe  Citizens  of  Southbridge : 

We  herewith  submit  our  report  for  the  year  1928  and 
also  recommendations  for  the  coming  year. 

The  year  1928  has  been,  in  our  estimation,  as  hard  as 
the  previous  years.  While  there  has  been  a  revival  in  busi- 
ness in  some  of  our  local  industries,  local  prosperity  has  not 
been  up  to  a  levele  that  could  be  called  normal.  However,  the 
Board,  through  hard  work  and  the  co-operation  of  its  Almoner, 
has  been  able  to  effect  substantial  savings. 

We  would  call  to  your  attention  that  during  the  year 
1928  the  total  expenditures  were  $10,066.71  less  than  in  1927. 
The  balances  on  hand  December  31,  1928,  were: 


These  results  are  very  gratifying,  especially  when  it  is 
known  that  for  years  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  had  been 
obliged  to  overdraw  their  accounts  to  meet  its  expenditures.

The  Board  has  about  267  cords  of  word  which  are  paid 
for  and  most  of  wdiich  are  stored  in  the  Southbridge  Infirm- 
ary yards  on  Chestnut  Street. 

Some  repairs  have  been  made  to  the  buildings  during 
the  year  including  a  second  coat  of  paint,  the  first  coat  hav- 
ing been  applied  last  year. 

While  the  present  quarters  have  been  adequate  to  this 
date  and  we  have  still  enough  room  for  male  inmates  we  are 
getting  very  short  of  space  for  females.  There  is  only  enough 
room  to  lodge  the  female  inmates  who  are  at  the  Infirmary  at 
the  present  time.  If  a  few  more  female  applicants  should  be 
admitted  they  could  not  be  taken  care  of  without  great  in- 
convenience. In  order  to  remedy  this  condition  we  would 
recommend  some  alterations  to  the  building  which  would 
give  more  space  and  overcome  this  condition.  The  Board  is 
of  the  opinion  that  if  an  additional  sunporch  were  built  over 
the  present  one  that  this  could  be  used  as  a  living  room  and 
the  space  now  occupied  as  a  living  room  could  be  divided 
into  bed  rooms.  These  alterations  w^ould  give  adequate  room 
for  some  time  and  should  not  cost  over  $1000.  The  South- 
bridge  Infirmary  has  more  inmates  at  the  present  time  than 
it  has  had  for  some  time.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
Board  has  been  very  reluctant  in  paying  outside  board  and 
has  in  many  cases  refused  to  do  so  with  the  result  that  those 
seeking  aid  were  admitted  to  the  Infirmary,  thereby  increas- 
ing the  number  of  inmates. 

The  Almoner's  report  to  the  Board  is  included  as  part  of 
our  own. 
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We  wish  to  thank  the  Town  Officials,  the  Manufactur- 
ers and  all  other  citizens  who  have  lent  their  co-operation.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
CEMETERY  COMMITTEE 


The  Cemetery  Committee  organized  for  the  year  of  1928 
with  George  H.  Hartweil  as  Chairman  and  S.  ^^^  WilHams, 
Cierk. 

The  Cemetery  Avork  has  been  carried  along  in  the  same 
manner  as  in  previous  \ears.  Particular  attention  having 
been  given  Perpetual  Care  lots,  checking  them  over  four 
times  during  the  year,  grading  graves  where  they  w^ere  found 
sunken,  straightening  stones  and  doing  other  necessary  work. 
As  much  time  as  could  be  spared  was  put  in  on  non-care  lots 
in  an  effort  to  keep  the  whole  Cemetery  in  as  neat  an  appear- 
ance as  possible. 

Our  work  was  made  difficult  during  the  summer  due  to 
the  excessive  rains  causing  an  unusual  growth  of  grass. 
This  condition  compelled  us  to  keep  the  Cemetery  help  mow- 
ing, trimming  and  raking  nearly  all  the  time,  whereas  we  are 
usually  able  to  do  other  work  during  the  normal  dry  season 
that  occurs  during  July  and  AugTJSt. 

The  section  specified  by  Miss  Hannah  M.  Edwards  in  a 
fund  created  by  her  for  special  care  has  been  mowed  regu- 
larly, stones  straightened  and  graves  graded  where  needed. 
The  better  part  of  a  month  was  spent  in  the  Cole  lot  cutting 
out  Avhat  underbrush  had  accumulated  during  the  year. 

The  brook  running  along  the  eastern  border  of  the  Cem- 
etery has  been  dammed  at  its  lower  end,  causing:  the  wpr#»r 
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to  flow  back  over  a  considerable  portion  of  the  lowland  lo- 
cated here.  This  was  done  to  provide  a  place  for  the  young 
people  of  the  town  to  skate  throughout  the  winter.  We  felt 
a  place  similar  to  this  was  badly  needed  in  Soutlibridge.  It  is 
situated  ideally  for  this  purpose,  not  being  near  any  lots  and 
is  land  that  cannot  be  used  for  Cemetery  purposes  due  to  its 
-  swampy  nature.  The  large  number  of  young  people  who 
have  utilized  this  privilege  when  the  weather  has  been  such 
that  skating  could  be  enjoyed  we  feel  have  vindicated  our 
judgment  in  the  matter. 

Ten  lots  were  sold  during  the  year  and  thirteen  accepted 
for  Perpetual  Care.  The  amount  collected  from  all  sources  by 
this  department  was  $1817.75.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Jacob  Edwards  Library : 

Figures  can  never  tell  the  story  of  the  work  done  in  a 
library,  but  they  are  to  some  extent  an  index.  In  1918, 
45,165  volumes  were  taken  out  of  the  Library;  ten  years  later, 
almost  double  that  number  were  circulated.  In  1928,  the 
circulation  for  home  use  was  88,436  volumes,  this  was  an  in- 
crease of  more  than  eight  per  cent  over  1927.  The  increased 
use  of  the  reference  material,  of  which  no  record  can  be  kept, 
was  in  proportion. 

The  Library  now  contains  27,915  volumes.  There  are 
few  subjects  on  which  something  cannot  be  found  in  the  Li- 
brary. If  you  cannot  find  what  you  want,  the  Librarian  and 
Assistants  are  always  glad  to  help  you  find  it.  In  the  "Chil- 
dren's room"  are  more  than  three  thousand  carefully  selected 
books  for  boys  and  girls.  It  seems  a  pity  that  there  should  be 
a  child  in  the  Town,  who  has  not  ''found  out  something  of 
what  it  means  to  read  for  joy  and  to  love  a  book."  Two 
shelves  contain  clean  books  reserved  for  parents  to  take  home 
and  read  to  children. 

There  was  great  interest  during  this  year  in  the  certifi- 
cates given  for  the  State  reading  lists.  Any  child  who  reads 
five  books  from  the  list  of  his  own  grade,  receives  a  certifi- 
cate from  the  State.  The  pupils  in  High  School  continue  to 
come  to  the  Library  for  instruction  in  the  use  of  the  catalogue 
and  reference  books. 
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The  American  Library  Association  continues  to  publish 
reading  lists  prepared  by  experts;  some  of  the  latest  lists 
are:  "Good  English;*'  "French  literature;"  "Adventures  in 
flower  gardening;"  "The  young  child."  These  lists  used 
steadily  would  almost  provide  the  equivalent  of  a  college 
course. 

During  January,  "A  list  of  the  books  added  to  the  Library 
during  1927  and  1928.  '  will  be  ready  for  distribution.  Short 
lists  of  the  "Outstanding  books  of  the  month"  can  be  ob- 
tained at  the  Library  each  month.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
PLAYGROUNDS  COMMITTEE 


August  18th ,  1928. 

Hector  L.  Peloquin,  D.  D.  S. 
Chairman  of  Playground  Committee. 

Dear  Sir : — 

I  hereby  submit  the  following  report  for  the  Playground 
season  beginning  July  9  and  ending  August  18,  1928. 

The  five  playgrounds,  namely:  Central,  School,  Union, 
Elm  and  Sandersdale,  had  a  daily  average  attendance  of  nine 
hundred  and  fifty  children. 

This  season  more  time  was  given  to  athletic  activities, 
than  to  industrial  work  and  I  feel  that  the  children  benefited 
more  with  this  program.  However,  many  useful  articles 
were  completed  in  the  industrial  classes. 

ATHLETICS 

Every  Friday  assemblies  were  held  on  the  new  athletic 
field  at  Dresser  Street,  where  competitive  games  and  field 
events  were  conducted  betw^een  all  grounds. 

These  assemblies  proved  to  be  very  successful  and  the 
children  looked  forward  from  one  week  to  another  with  great 
enthusiasm ;  this  also  taught  the  children  the  meaning  of 
good  sportsmanship. 

This  year  the  regular  Senior  and  Junior  baseball  schedule 
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was  carried  out.  The  boys  on  the  Elm  and  Union  Street 
nines,  put  up  a  good  fight  to  capture  the  Junior  banner,  but 
Central  Street  was  the  fortunate  one  in  both  leagues,  captur- 
ing both  the  Senior  and  Junior  banners. 

The  girls  in  the  punch  ball  league  of  both  Senior  and 
-  Junior  teams  deserve  credit  for  the  interest  they  showed  and 
keen  competition  was  noticed  by  the  directors  in  all  games. 
School  Street  girls  were  the  victors  of  both  leagues,  tolling 
up  the  largest  number  of  points  for  the  six  weeks  of  play- 
grounds and  were  awarded  the  championship  playground 
banner  by  Dr.  Hector  Feloquin  on  the  final  day.  Miss  Frieda 
Norman,  Director,  accepting  the  banner  in  behalf  of  the 
School  Street  Grounds. 

INDUSTRIAL 

In  the  industrial  classes  much  interest  was  also  given 
to  the  Avork.  There  were  six  hundred  and  fifty  articles  com- 
pleted, Avhich  included  baskets,  marble  bags,  picture  frames, 
buffet  sets,  pillow  tops,  birds,  whittled  from  wood  and  painted 
by  the  boys. 

It  was  intended  to  hold  the  pageant  on  the  Central  Street 
playgrounds  but,  owing  to  the  stormy  weather,  we  had  to 
change  our  plans  and  it  was  held  in  the  Town  Hall. 

The  pageant  was  patriotic,  entitled  "My  Land  and  Your 
Land,"  participated  in  by  two  hundred  boys  and  girls. 

The  groups  were  chosen  from  all  playgrounds. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  F.  E.  Corbin,  rehearsals 
were  held  mornings  in  the  High  School  building. 

At  the  closing  of  the  pageant  Mrs.  Lorenzo  Lemmelin, 
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President  of  the  Helen  E.  Smith  Tent  No.  75  of  the  Daugh- 
ters of  Union  Veterans  of  the  Civil  War,  presented  Dr.  Pelo- 
quin.  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  a  beautiful  American  flag 
to  be  used  on  the  Central  Street  play  grounds.  Dr.  Peloquin 
accepted  the  flag  with  a  few  well  chosen  remarks. 

I  wish  to  publicly  acknowledge  the  helpfulness  of  Dr. 
H.  L.  Peloquin,  also  Mrs.  J.  I.  Beck,  whose  untiring  efforts 
accomplished  so  much  to  the  success  of  the  playground 
season. 

I  also  thank  the  instructors,  the  athletic  directors  and  as- 
sistants for  their  co-operation  and  assistance.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SEALER  OF 
WEIGHTS  AND  MEASURES 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 

I  hereby  submit  to  you  my  first  report  of  the  work  ac- 
complished by  the  Department  of  Weights  and  Measures  for 
the  year  1928. 

The  year  1928  has  been  the  largest  that  this  department 
has  ever  had.  Thirty  dollars  more  in  fees  has  been  turned 
over  to  the  Town  Treasurer  this  year  than  in  any  previous 
year. 

An  idea  of  the  additional  work  involved  may  be  had  when 
you  know  that  the  average  fee  is  ten  cents. 

There  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  certain  types 
of  scales,  due  to  the  closing  of  some  of  our  factories. 

This,  however,  has  been  offset  by  the  increase  in  gaso- 
line pumps  and  stops,  there  being  44  pumps  in  1927  and  83  on 
Januaray  1,  1929. 

An  earnest  effort  has  been  made  to  prevent  unlicensed 
peddlers  from,  selling  their  wares  in  this  town.  I  believe  this 
phase  of  the  work  is  very  important,  as  our  merchants  and 
licensed  peddlers  are  entitled  to  this  protection. 
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Due  to  the  additional  work  of  sealing  and  other  duties  of 
this  office  there  has  not  been  much  work  done  on  package 
re-weighings,  although  I  have  made  128  inspections  of  bread, 
butter,  fruits,  vegetables  and  coal.

Gentlemen: — I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of 
the  accounts  of  the  town  of  Southbridge  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  December  31,  1928,  made  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws.  This  report  is  in 
the  form  of  a  report  made  to  me  by  Mr.  Edward  H.  Fenton, 
Chief  Accountant  of  this  Division.

Sir: — In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made 
an  audit  of  the  accounts  of  the  town  of  Southbridge  for  the 
year  ending  December  81,  1928,  and  submit  the  following  re- 
port thereon: 

The  financial  transactions  of  the  town,  as  recorded  on  the 
books  of  the  several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money 
for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  examined 
and  reconciled  with  the  books  and  records  in  the  Town  Ac- 
countant's office. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  Town  Accountant's  office 
were  examined  and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were 
checked  with  the  departmental  records  and  with  the  Treas 
urer's  books,  and  the  recorded  payments  were  checked  with  the 
Treasurer's  records. 

The  appropriation  accounts  were  checked  with  the  Town 
Clerk's  record  of  appropriations  and  transfers  voted  by  the 
town. 

The  ledger  was  analyzed,  the  necessars^  adjustments  being 
made  to  bring  the  ledger  accounts  in  balance,  and  a  balance 
sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing 
the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on  December  31,  1928. 

The  classification  book  was  checked  to  the  ledger  accounts 
and  discrepancies  noted  were  referred  to  the  accountant  for 
correction.

In  order  to  bring  the  ledger  into  balance  it  was  necessary 
to  check  in  detail  all  items  posted  from  the  cash  book  and  to 
verify  ledger  account  footings,  and  from  the  errors  discovered 
and  corrected,  it  is  evident  that  no  trial  balance  had  been  taken 
off  during  the  year.  It  is  therefore  recommended  that  a  trial 
balance  be  drawn  off  monthly  to  prove  the  correctness  of  the 
work. 

In  order  that  the  Town  Accountant's  ledger  may  at  all 
times  reflect  the  true  financial  condition  of  the  town  and  so 
that  the  collection  of  accounts  receivable  may  be  closely  fol- 
lowed up,  it  is  recommended  that  department  officials  co-operate 
with  the  town  accountant  by  notifying  him  promptly  of  all  bills 
sent  out  for  collection,  thus  enabling  him  to  set  up  these  accounts 
on  the  ledger. 

In  checking  the  expendituers,  it  was  noted  that  bills  In- 
curred in  1927  were  paid  in  1928  and  charged  to  the  1928 
appropriations  and,  similarly,  1928  bills  were  paid  in  1929  from 
the  1929  accounts.  The  practice  of  pajdng  prior  years'  bills 
from  current  years'  appropriations  is  contrary  to  the  principles 
of  sound  municipal  finance  and  should  be  discontinued.  Fur- 
thermore, had  the  bills  in  a  number  of  cases  been  charged  to 
the  appropriations  of  the  year  in  which  they  were  incurred, 
overdrafts  would  have  been  clearly  disclosed;  and  to  overdraw 
an  account  is  in  violation  of  Section  31,  Chapter  44,  General 
Law^s. 

Attention  is  also  called  to  Chap.  248,  Acts  of  1926  dealing 
with  the  penalty  for  violation  of  the  provisions  of  law  relating 
to  the  incurring  of  liability. 

Attention  is  also  called  to  the  fact  that  statements 
marked  '^bala'nce  rendered"  or  ''amount  due"  should  not  be 
approved  for  payment,  and  neither  should  statements  of  con- 
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cerns  furnishing  provisions  to  persons  recei^dng  aid  through  the 
public  welfare  department  be  passed  for  payment,  unless  such 
bills  clearly  state  the  kind  of  supplies  furnished,  the  prices^ 
quantities,  and  dates. 

It  was  also  noted  that  appropriations  were  voted  for  the 
obser^^ance  of  Memorial  Day  and  of  Armistice  Day,  and  that  the 
sums  so  voted  were  turned  over  to  local  patriotic  organizations. 
Properly  approved  bills  for  expenses  incurred  in  connection 
with  the  observance  of  patriotic  holidays  may  be  paid  only  by 
the  Town  Treasurer  on  authority  of  Selectmen's  warrants. 

It  is  again  recommended  that  appropriations  be  voted  for 
state  aid  ,and  soldiers'  burials,  allowing  reimbursements  from 
t^ie  Commonwealth  to  be  used  by  the  assessors  as  an  estimated 
receipt  in  accordance  with  Section  23,  Chapter  59,  General 
Laws.  Payments  without  an  appropriation  therefor  consti- 
tute an  overdraft,  which  is  contrary  to  law. 

The  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the  town  barn,  amounting 
to  $4,750,  may  be  disposed  of  only  by  complying  with  Section 
63,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws,  inserted  by  Chapter  303,  Acts 
of  1923,  which  reads  as  follows: 

''Whenever  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  real  estate 
by  a  city  or  town  exceed  five  hundred  dollars,  the  same 
shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  indebtedness  in- 
curred in  acquiring  such  real  estate  or  shall  be  added 
to  the  sinking  fund,  if  any,  from  which  said  indebted- 
ness is  payable,  or  if  no  such  indebtedness  is  outstand- 
ing shall  be  used  for  any  purpose  or  purposes  for  which 
the  city  or  town  is  authorized  to  incur  debt  for  a  period 
of  ten  years  or  more." 

The    Town    Treasurer's    accounts   were    examined  and 
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checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  were  compared  with 
the  records  in  the  several  departments  collecting  money  for  the 
town  and  with  other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into 
the  town  treasury.  The  payments  were  checked  with  the  war- 
rants authorizing  the  Treasurer  to  disburse  town  funds  and 
with  the  Accountant's  books. 

The  cash  book  was  footed  for  the  period  covered  by  the 
audit,  and  the  cash  balance  was  reconciled  with  the  amounts  in 
the  banks  and  in  the  Treasurer's  office. 

The  payments  on  account  of  debt  and  interest  were  veri- 
fied with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  with  the  cancelled  bonds, 
notes,  and  coupons  on  file. 

The  commitment  of  sewer  assessments  to  the  Treasurer  was 
proved,  the  recorded  receipts  were  checked,  the  abatements  and 
apportionments  were  verified,  and  the  outstanding  accounts 
were  listed  and  proved. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the 
investments  of  the  sinking  fund  and  of  the  several  trust  funds 
were  examined  and  verified,  the  income,  withdrawals,  and  new 
bequests  being  proved  and  found  to  be  as  recorded. 

Appended  to  this  report  are  tables  showing  a  reconciliation 
of  the  treasurer's  cash  and  the  condition  of  the  sinking  and 
trust  funds. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  Tax  Collector  were  exam- 
ined and  verified.  The  commitments  were  proved  to  the  Asses- 
sors' warrants,  and  the  recorded  collections  were  verified  by  a 
comparison  with  the  payments  to  the  Treasurer,  as  shown  by 
the  Treasurer's  books. 
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The  abatements,  as  recorded,  were  checked  to  the  Assessors' 
records  of  abatements  granted,  and  the  outstanding  accounfs 
were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  Town  Accountant's  books. 
The  outstanding  accounts  were  further  verified  by  mailing 
notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the 
books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  and  from  the  replies  received 
it  appears  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

Summaries  of  the  tax  and  assessment  accounts  and  a  re- 
conciliation of  the  Tax  Collector's  cash  are  appended  to  this 
report. 

The  Town  Clerk's  recorded  receipts  for  licenses  issued  for 
the  town  were  verified  with  the  Selectmen's  record  of  licenses 
granted,  and  the  payments  to  Treasurer  were  also  verified. 
The  records  of  dog  and  of  hunting  and  fishing  licenses  issued 
were  examined  and  the  payments  to  the  County  and  State, 
respectively,  were  verified.  It  is  recommended  that  the  Town 
Clerk  turn  over  to  the  Treasurer  monthly  all  collections  for 
the  town. 

The  records  of  licenses  issued  by  the  Selectmen  were  ex- 
amined and  the  payments  to  Treasurer  were  verified. 

The  records  of  receipts  from  the  rent  of  the  town  hall  and 
from  the  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures,  as  well  as  from  the 
police,  fire,  ambulance,  health,  highway,  public  welfare,  infirm- 
ary, mothers'  aid,  state  aid,  milit^iry  aid,  soldiers'  burials,  school, 
library  and  cemetery  departments,  were  examined,  and  the 
pajTuents  to  the  Treasurer  were  checked  with  the  Treasurer's 
and  the  Accountant's  books. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  Treasurer  and  the  Tax  Collector 
were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form.  The  surety 
bond  of  the  Town  Clerk  was  found  to  be  in  the  form  of  a  con- 
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tinuation  certificate,  in  which  connection  it  is  recommended  that 
a  new  bond  be  filed  yearly^  similar  in  form  to  that  of  the  Town 
Treasurer. 

For  the  co-operation  rendered  by  the  several  town  officials 
during  the  progress  of  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assist- 
ants and  for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

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REPORT  OF  SEECTMEN 


To  the  Citizens  and  Taxpayers  of  Southbridge : 

Following  is  our  report  of  the  business  which  has 
come  under  our  control  during  the  year  1929. 

Every  effort  was  made  at  the  annual  meeting  and 
has  been  made  since,  through  the  expenditures  of  the 
several  departments,  to  create  an  economical  adminis- 
tration, in  doing  this  the  Assessors  were  able  to  lower 
the  tax  rate,  even  in  the  face  of  a  reduced  valuation,  we 
hope  this  will  be  continued  in  the  coming  year;  this  was 
done  without  increasing  the  bonded  debt  of  the  Town. 
If  this  method  will  be  continued  for  a  few  more  years, 
perhaps  for  five  years  more,  the  net  bonded  debt  will  be 
practically  extinguished. 

As  directed  by  the  voters  at  the  annual  meeting  we 
have  appointed  George  A.  Alley,  as  Building  Inspector 
and  Charles  J.  LaFrance,  Inspector  of  Wires.  With  the 
passing  by  the  Town  and  ihe  approval  by  the  Attorney 
General  of  the  new  By-Laws,  these  two  new  departments 
are  now^  functioning  for  the  protection  of  the  public. 

New  rules  governing  traffic  in  the  Town,  which 
con'trols  parking  of  vehicles  on  the  streets  in  the  busi- 
ness sections  were  passed  and  signs  erected.  Also  new  re- 
gulations as  to  the  licensing  of  automobiles  for  hire. 

Needed  repairs  were  made  to  all  public  building. 
Some  new  wiring  was  done  at  the  Town  Hall,  and  we 
recommend  that  the  entire  wiring  system  be  overhauled. 
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Through  the  efforts  of  the  Selectmen,  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works,  having  signified  their  intention 
to  construct  and  take  over  as  a  State  Highway,  the  Dud- 
ley River  Road  from  the  village  of  Sandersdale.  to  the 
Dudley  Town  line,  we  have  inserted  an  article  into  the 
Town  Warrant,  which  was  requested  by  the  Department 
of  Public  Works,  asking  the  Town  to  assume  the  costs 
of  land,  grade  and  drainage  damages,  caused  by  the 
construction  of  this  road. 

The  Selectmen  also  consulted  with  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  and  the  County  Commissioners  in  rela- 
tion to  ihe  rebuilding  of  the  State  Road  from  Southbridge 
and  Sturbridge  and  the  road  from  Westville  to  the  new 
highway  just  completed  in  Sturbridge  leading  to  Mash- 
paug.  Conn. 

During  the  year  the  cement  paving  was  completed 
on  Main  Street,  opposite  the  Post  Oflfice  and  the  new 
National  Bank  building.  The  sidewalk  was  not  wholly 
completed  on  account  of  the  cold  weather.  This  will  be 
finished  as  soon  as  weather  permits  and  thus  complete  a 
project  which  will  beautify  this  section  of  Main  Street. 
At  this  time  w^e  wish  to  thank  the  Wells  family  for  the 
beautiful  ti-ees  tran«r)lanted  along  the  line  of  this  side- 
walk. 

Your  Selectmen  have  in'terested  themselves  in  the 
continuation  of  the  Charter  of  the  Southern  New  Eng- 
land Railroad  Corp.,  hoping  that  it  may  be  completed,  as 
we  believe  such  a  railroad  would  be  a  benefit  to  the  town. 

Owing  to  business  conditions  during  the  year,  which 
have  been  at  a  low  ebb,  and  with  considerable  sickness 
among  the  Spanish  War  and  World  War  Veterans,  the 
Board  was  called  i  pon  to  rer.der  more  aid  from  the  Mili- 
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tary  Aid  and  Soldiers'  Relief  accounts  than  in  previous 
years,  we  therefor  are  asking  lor  an  increase  in  the  ap- 
propriation this  year. 

At  'Lhe  request  of  his  Excellency,  the  Governor,  we 
appointed  twelve  citizens  as  members  of  the  Govern- 
or's-Committee  on  Street  and  Highway  Safety. 

Following  will  appear  the  reports  of  Town  Officers 
and  of  officers  appointed  by  the  Selectmen,  which  will 
show  the  work  i:i  detail  of  their  respective  departments.

The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Town  of  Southbridge,  Mass. 

Gentlemen : — 

The  Enp-ineerine  Department  submits  its  report  and 
recommendations  for  the  coming  year. 

The  onlv  construction  supervised  by  this  depart- 
ment was  that  of  storm  water  drainage  in  Olney  ave- 
•^ne,  Mechanics  and  Ro^e  Street,  into  Cady  Brook,  and 
Everett,  Beecher  and  Cohasse  Streets  into  Cady  Brook. 
Also  the  repair  of  the  drain  in  Main  Street  at  land  of 
G.  William  Laughnane  into  the  Quinebaug  River.  The 
work  was  done  by  the  Hiehway  Deioartment  forces  and 
fills  a  long  needed  want  in  these  various  sections.  The 
naving  o-f*  Main  Street  opposite  the  Post  Office  and  the 
Southbridge  National  Bank  Building,  which  work  had 
been  postponed  pending  the  establishment  of  grades  of 
these  buildings,  was  completed  and  vastly  improves  that 
section  of  the  town. 

We  have  spent  considerable  time  in  going  over  the 
problem  of  the  S.  N.  E.  R.  R.  insofar  as  it  affects  our 
community.  We  have  furnished  the  information  request- 
ed by  the  various  State  and  Town  departments  and  pri- 
vate individuals  who  have  taken  such  a  timely  interest 
in  this  vital  question.  We  have  on  file  the  plans  which 
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we  feel  will  be  advantageous  to  the  Town  when  we  are 
called  upon  to  express  our  Town's  needs  for  either  the 
continuance  or  abandonment  of  this  project. 

The  office  of  Inspector  of  Buildings  has  been  added 
to  the  duties  of  this  office  and  the  work  is  going  along 
-   as  prescribed  by  the  new  by-laws. 

Our  recommendations  for  the  coming  year  include 
ihe  completion  of  the  drainage  project  in  the  Flat  Sec- 
tion, so-called,  the  paving  of  Main  Street  from  Oakes 
Avenue  to  Hamilton  Street.  Marcy  and  Hartwell  Streets 
from  Hamilton  Street  to  Eastford  Road.  The  construc- 
tion of  the  Wall  Street  sanitary  sewer  is  urgently  needed 
but  has  been  found  to  be  quite  a  problem  which  will  in- 
volve the  relaying  of  the  sewer  in  Walcott  and  River 
Streets  which  will  prove  very  costly,  but  in  spite  of  this 
we  recommend  its  construction.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  SF  HEALTH 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 

We  respectfully  submit  to  you  this  repoit  of  the  ac- 
tivities of  the  Board  of  Health  for  1929. 

Health  conditions  have  been  exceptionally  good  this 
year,  as  the  report  of  our  agent  and  health  nurse  will 
show. 

There  has  been  a  decreasing  number  of  cases  of 
contagious  diseases.  We  are  glad  to  note  that  diphtheria 
is  on  the  decline,  and  we  take  particular  pride  in  the  fact 
that,  with  the  hearty  cooperation  of  all  the  school  auth- 
orities of  the  Town,  we  have  taken  a  decisive  step  toward 
the  eradication  of  the  dread  disease.  We  conducted  a 
very  successful  Toxin  Antitoxin  Clinic  and  inoculated, 
and  we  hope,  immunized  612  children,  from  babies  to 
children  10  years  old.  We  recommend  a  continuation  of 
these  clinics  and  a  follow-up  by  Schick  Test  of  those  al- 
ready inoculated.  It  is  with  gratification  for  us  to  see  that 
all  children  afflicted  with  diphtheria  this  year  had  not  re- 
ceived the  Toxin  Antitoxin  immunization. 

The  pupils  of  private  schools  did  this  year,  get  the 
benefit  of  a  thorough  physical  examination.  One  of  the 
greatest  problems  with  most  of  the.ie  children  was  the 
care  of  teeth  arc'  ve  recommend  ^hat  a  few  hours  be 
added  to  the  dental  clinic  so  as  to  take  care  of  a  larger 
number  of  children  and  we  hope  the  Finance  Commit- 
tee will  see  the  wisdom  of  granting  rhe  department  the 
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additional  dollars  tvo  carry  on  ^hat  work. 

The  tuberculosis  clinics  have  been  conducted  every 
Monday  from  4:00  to  6:00  P.  M.  Unfortunately  those 
clinics  are  not  attended  as  they  should  be,  although  they 
could  be  of  great  benefit.  We,  hovi^ever,  have  a  follow-up 
system  of  ex-sanatorium  patients,  and  of  all  contacts. 

A  detailed  account  of  the  different  activities  fol- 
lows and  will  give  you  a  better  understanding  of  the 
work  done. 

We  feel  confident  that  everything  in  our  power, 
with  the  means  at  our  disposition  has  been  done  to  make 
South  bridge  ar,  sanitary  and  as  healthy  a  town  as  pos- 
sible, and  it  is  with  that  feeling  of  work  well  done,  that 
we  submit  this  report  to  your  honorable  Board.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH  NURSE 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Health: 
Gentlemen : — 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  as  Board  of  Health 
Nurse  for  the  year  1929. 

During  the  month  of  May,  the  Board  of  Health 
sponsored  toxin  anti-toxin  clinics  for  the  prevention  of 
diphtheria.  Dr.  Page,  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Health, 
assisted  by  Dr.  Miner,  district  health  officer,  gave  the 
treatment  which  consisted  of  three  injections  of  fluid, 
one  week  apart.  Any  child  from  the  age  of  six  months 
to  twelve  years,  who  presented  a  request  slip  signed  by 
parent  or  guardian,  received  the  treatment.  Over  six 
hundred  children  attended  each  clinic,  which  pr^oves 
that  parents  are  anxious  to  avail  themselves  of  the  op- 
portunity to  protect  their  children.  It  is  estimated  that 
eighty-five  per  cent  of  these  children  will  be  immuned 
to  diphtheria.  The  success  of  these  clinics  is  due  co  the 
splendid  cooperation  of  ihe  public  and  parochial  school 
departments,  plus  the  services  rendered  by  public  spirit- 
ed ladies. 

The  Chadwick  clinic,  formerly  called  the  Children's 
Examination  Clinic,  was  held  in  April.  Dr.  Martin,  State 
clinician,  examined  these  children,  and  recommended 
treatment  accordingly.  Every  month  these  children  are 
weighed  and  measured  every  six  months.  Parents  are  in- 
terviewed concerning  general  care.

Three  girls  spent  eight  weeks  at  the  vacation  camp 
at  Sterling  Junction,  maintained  by  funds  from  the  sale 
OL  Christmas  Seals.  This  is  the  first  year  that  one  group 
remained  at  camp  all  summer. 

The  dental  clinic  was  opened  every  Monday  and 
Tuesday  forenoon  from  October  1st  to  June  1st.  The  lo-

I  have  turned  over  to  'che  Town  Treasurer  the  sum 
of  '^?38.00  received  for  these  licenses. 

One  pasteurizing  plant  was  established  this  year, 
a  move  in  the  right  direction,  as  in  many  towns  rules  are 
made  that  all  milk  sold  must  be  either  pasteurized  or 
from  cows  which  have  shown  from  tests  that  they  are 
free  from  tuberculosis. 

This  winter,  in  company  with  a  representative  from 
the  Department  of  Agriculture,  a  clean  milk  survey  was 
taken  and  while  the  results  show  some  laxity  on  the  part 
of  the  dairymen,  the  tests  showing  some  dirty  milk,  it 
brought  out  the  exact  conditions  and  all  of  the  milkmen 
arc  striving  and  will  correct  the  fault,  and  the  public  will 
get  cleaner  milk.  This  survey  was  purely  educational.

Hie  most  notable  of  thetae 
beucs  the  eieeticHiL  of  a  permainent  fence  mlang  the 
Coombs  Street  brnder.  ThK  fence  replaced  an  old  brok- 
en down  stone  waD  that  has  ben  a  source  of  anmiyanee 
not  onti*  lo  ^  bmt  to  those  owning  homes  iMNrderins  cm 
our  land.  Hns  fence  will  last  indefiniDely  and  we  hope  to 
plant  somelhins  of  a  Tine  nature  that  will  nra  ov^a*  it 
thereby  adding  to  the  seneral  appearance  of  this  pait. 
It  has  been  diffimlt  to  maintain  what  is  known  as  the 
old  pait  in  a  well  kept  condfUim.  Th^  has  been  due 
largely  to  the  fact  that  most  of  the  memc»iak  were 
erected  in  this  section  a  g:reat  nmqy  years  a^o.

The  care  k>tts  weie  mowed^ 
raked  and  trimmed  erery  two  weeks  dming  the  summer. 
We  hare  gire?:  sls  mnach  attieiDttHHii  as  potable  to  the  non- 
care  lots  and  the  driwes  in  the  dtet  to  hjm  the  cone- 
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tery  presert  to  those  going  there  a  well  kept  appearance. 
Five  weeks  was  spent  in  the  Cole  lot  cutting  out  what 
ur.derbrush  had  grown  during  the  year  and  removing 
the  trees  that  had  died.  Special  attemion  was  given  to 
the  section  specified  by  Miss  Hannah  M.  Edwards  in  a 
fund  created  by  her  for  the  care  of  this  part.  We  deep- 
ly appreciate  the  gifts  of  Miss  Cole  and  Miss  Edwards, 
it  is  our  constant  endeavor  to  fulfill  the  conditions  speci- 
fied when  these  funds  were  created.  We  also  appreciate 
the  interest  shown  by  Hon.  Calvin  D.  Paige  in  beautify- 
ing the  Everett  Street  and  the  Main  Street  entraces  to 
the  cemetery.  There  were  nine  lots  sold  during  the  year. 
Nine  lots  accepted  for  Perpetual  Care.  The  amount 
collected  by  the  Cemetery  Department  from  all  sources 
was  $1,465.30.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 
To  the  Trustees  of  the  Jacob  Edwards  Library: 

USE 

'What  would  we  do  without  our  Library?"  a  Busi- 
ness Man  paused  at  the  door  to  say..  Evidently  a  stead- 
ily increasing  number  of  our  townspeople  agree.  In  six 
years  the  circulation  of  books  has  increased  seventy  per 
cent.  There  has  been  seven  per  cent  increase  over  1928. 
94,518  books  have  been  taken  out  of  the  Library.  Of 
these,  48  per  cent  were  adult  fiction;  33  per  cent  junior 
books;  19  per  cent  non-fiction  and  foreign  books. 

GROWTH 

The  Library  con1:ains  28,771  volumes;  776  new 
books  w^ere  added  during  the  year.  456  volumes  of  worn- 
out  books  were  replaced.  Our  most  noteworthy  addition 
is  the  new  Encyclopedia  Britannica,  "  an  attempt  to  an- 
ticipate the  demands  of  the  plain  man."  The  new,  vivid 
biographies  are  intresting — Gamaliel  Bradford,  Strachey, 
Maurois,  Ludwig,  Guedella  are  among  those  giving  us 
biographies  which  are  quite  as  readable  as  fiction. 

BUILDING 

A  separate  children's  room,  with  its  own  entrance, 
is  the  great  need  of  the  Library,  both  for  the  welfare  of 
the  children  and  that  the  grown  people  may  have  a 
quiet,  peaceful  room  in  which  to  read.  During  the  first 
year  in  the  new  building  14,849  boys'  and  girls'  books 
were  circulated;  in  1929,  31,533  boys'  and  girls'  books 
were  taken  home,  whi.  h  inevitably  means  more  than 
twice  as  much  noise  and  confusion  as  there  was  in  1915. 
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A  larger  reference  room,  with  several  tables  (in- 
stead of  one)  could  be  used  profitably.  The  room  is  over- 
crowded every  day.  ■ 

PUBLICITY 

The  newspapers  kindly  print  book  notices  of  the 
new  books.  The  Southbridge  Water  Supply  has  generous- 
ly allowed  us  the  use  of  its  window  so  that  we  may  show 
our  Townspeople  what  the  Librarj^  has  for  them.  Lists 
of  the  "Outstanding  Books"  of  each  month  may  be  ob- 
tained at  the  desk.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the 
books  and  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Southbridge  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1929,  made  in  accordance 
with  the  provision  of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws. 
This  report  is  in  the  form  of  a  report  made  to  me  by  Mr. 
Edward  H.  Fenton,  Chief  Accountant,  of  this  Division.

As  directed  bj^  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the 
books  and  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Southbridge  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1929,  and  submit  the  follow- 
ing report  thereon : 

The  financial  transactions  of  the  Town,  as  recorded 
on  t;he  books  of  the  several  departments  receiving  or  dis- 
bursing money  for  the  Town  or  committing  bills  for  col- 
lection, were  examined  and  reconciled  with  the  books  and 
records  in  the  Town  Accountant's  office.. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  Town  Accountant's 
office  were  examined  and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts 
were  checked  with  the  departmental  records  and  with 
the  treasurer's  books,  and  the  recorded  payments  were 
checked  with  the  treasurer's  records. 

The  appropriation  accounts  were  checked  with  the 
Town  Clerk's  records  of  appropriations  and  transfers 
voted  by  the  Town. 

The  classification  book  was  checked  to  the  ledger 
accounts,  the  ledger  was  analyzed,  journal  entries  were 
made  and  posted  for  necessary  adjustments,  and  a  bal- 
ance sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was  pre- 
pared showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  Town  on 
December  31,  1929. 


In  order  that  the  Town  Accountant's  ledger  may  at 
all  times  reflect  the  true  financial  condition  of  the  Town 
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and  so  that  the  collection  of  accounts  receivable  may  be 
closely  followed  up,  it  is  recommended  that  departmen- 
tal officials  cooperjate  with  the  Town  Accountant  by 
notifying  him  monthly  of  departmental  charges,  thus  en- 
abling him  to  set  up  these  accounts  on  the  ledger. 

In  checking  the  expenditures  it  was  noted  that  bills 
incurred  in  1928,  were  paid  in  1929  and  charged  to  the 
1929  appropriations  and,  similarly,  1929  bills  were  paid 
in  1930  and  charged  to  the  1930  appropriation  accounts, 
others  being  withheld  for  action  by  the  Town.  The  prac- 
tice of  paying  prior  years'  bills  from  current  years'  ap- 
propriations is  contrary  to  the  principles  of  sound  muni- 
cipal finance  and  should  be  discontinued.  Furthermore, 
had  the  bills  in  a  number  of  cases  been  charged  to  the 
appropriations  of  the  year  in  which  they  were  incurred, 
overdrafts  would  have  been  disclosed,  thereby  violating 
the  provisions  of  Section  31,  Chaper  44,  General  Laws. 

Attention  is  also  called  to  Chapter  248,  Acts  of 
1926,  dealing  with  the  penalty  for  violation  of  the  pro- 
visions of  law  relating  to  the  incurring  of  liability. 

In  checking  the  appropriations  it  was  noted  that 
transfers  aggregating  $25,717.76  were  voted  during  the 
year  from  surplus  revenue  for  various  departmental  pur- 
poses. It  is  recommended  that  caution  be  exercised  in 
voting  appropriations  from  surplus  revenue,  for  unless 
such  transfers  are  actually  represented  by  free  cash  in 
the  treasury,  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  may  be 
seriously  impaired  and  the  town  treasurer  hindered 
from  complying  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44,  Gen- 
eral Laws,  as  effecting  the  issuance  and  payment  of  tem- 
porary revenue  laws. 

The  surplus  revenue  at  the  end  of  1929,  amounting 
to  $18,597.29,  is  not  available  for  appropriation  until  the 
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outstanding  taxes  of  1928  and  prior  years,  aggregating 
$45,197.33,  are  collected. 

It  is  recommended  that  a  determined  effort  be  made 
at  once  to  secure  settlement  of  outstanding  taxes  of  prior 
years. 

The  town  treasurer's  accounts  were  examined  and 
checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  were  compared 
with  the  records  in  the  several  departments  collecting 
money  for  the  town  and  with  other  sources  from  which 
money  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury.  The  payments 
were  checked  with  the  warrants  authorizing  the  treas- 
urer to  disburse  town  funds  and  with  the  accountant's 
books. 

The  cash  book  was  footed  for  the  period  covered 
by  the  audit,  and  the  cash  balance  was  reconciled  with 
the  amounts  in  banks. 

The  payments  on  account  of  debt  and  interest  were 
verified  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  with  the  can- 
celled bonds,  notes,  and  coupons  on  file. 

The  treasurer's  record  of  sewer  assessments  was  ex- 
amined, the  amount  added  to  taxes  and  the  apportion- 
ments were  verified,  and  the  outstanding  amounts  were 
listed  and  reconciled. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing 
the  investment  of  the  sinking  fund  and  of  the  several 
trust  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town  treasurer  were  ex- 
amined and  verified,  the  income,  withdrawals,  and  new 
bequests  being  proved  and  found  to  be  as  recorded. 

Appended  to  this  report  are  tables  showing  a  re- 
conciliation of  the  treasurer's  cash  and  the  condition  of 
the  sinking  and  trust  funds. 
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The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were 
examined  and  verified.  The  commitments  were  proved 
to  the  assessors'  warrants  and  the  recorded  collections 
were  verified  by  a  comparison  with  the  payments  to  the 
treasurer,  as  shown  by  the  treasurer's  books. 

The  abatements,  as  recorded,  were  checked  to  the 
assessors'  records  of  abatements  granted,  and  the  out- 
standing accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the 
town  accountant's  books. 

The  outstanding  accounts  were  further  verified  by 
mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  ap- 
peared on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  and 
from  the  replies  received  it  appears  that  the  accounts,  as 
listed  are  correct. 

Summary  tables  of  the  tax  and  assessment  accounts 
and  a  reconciliation  of  the  tax  collector's  cash  are  ap- 
pended to  this  report. 

The  town  clerk's  recorded  receipts  for  licenses  is- 
sued for  the  town  were  compared  with  the  selectmen's 
record  of  licenses  granted,  and  the  payments  to  the 
treasurer  were  verified. 

The  records  of  fish  and  game  licenses  issued  for 
the  State  and  of  dog  licenses  for  the  county  were  ex- 
amined, and  the  payments  to  State  and  County,  respect- 
ively, were  verified. 

The  records  of  charges  and  receipts  from  the  rent 
of  the  town  hall  and  from  the  sealer  of  weights  and 
measures,  as  well  as  from  the  police,  fire,  ambulance, 
health,  highway,  public  welfare,  infirmary,  mothers' 
a^'d,  school,  library,  and  cemetery  departments  were  ex- 
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amined,  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  checked 
with  the  treasurer's  and  the  accountant's  books,  the  out- 
standing accounts  being  listed  and  reconciled. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  treasurer,  tax  collector  and 
town  clerk  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper 
form. 

For  the  cooperation  rendered  by  the  several  town 
officials  during  the  progress  of  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  be- 
half of  my  assistants  and  for  myself,  to  express  appre- 
ciation.

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REPORT  OF  SELECTMEN 


To  the  Citizens  and  Taxpaj^ers  of  Southbridge. 

The  Selectmen  herewith  submit  for  your  approval, 
a  brief  report  of  the  activities  of  the  board  for  the  past 
year. 

As  the  year  was  one  of  business  depression,  your  Se- 
lectmen have  been  called  upon  to  face  many  problems 
and  the  experses  of  the  town  have  necessarily  been 
larpre,  especially  in  aid  rendered  to  the  veterans  of  past 
wars,  many  have  been  out  of  employment  and  we  have 
been  compelled  to  aid  them,  not  only  giving  them  proper 
food,  fuel,  housing  and  clothing,  but  have  tried  and  have, 
found  work  for  many  in  and  around  the  town,  most  of 
these  men  had  rather  work  if  possible,  in  the  finding  of 
work  we  are  indebted  to  and  wish  to  thank  the  several 
factories,  Highway  Department  and  the  Contractors,  who 
have  co-operated  with  us. 

Repairs  have  been  made  on  the  town  hall  building 
?o  far  as  the  appropriation  would  allow,  the  brick  work 
on  the  outside,  some  irside  painting  have  been  done,  at 
the  summer  inspection  one  of  the  boilers  was  found  to 
be  leaking  this  was  repaired  at  a  cost  of  about  $250,  these 
boilers  will  soon  have  to  be  replaced  and  at  that  time  the 
question  of  using  oil  for  fuel  should  be  considered,  there 
are  yet  some  needed  repairs  to  be  done  and  the  Selectmen 
Vv'ould  ask  that  the  appropriation  for  this  account  be  in- 
creased $500.00  for  the  coming  year. 

The  Selectmen  caused  the  construction  by  contract 
of  the  sidewalks  on  Moon,  Snow,  Dresser  and  Cohasse 
"'reets  and  on  Newell  Ave.,  also  the  paving  on  Marcy 
street  and  the  upper  part  of  Hartwell  street,  all  as  voted 
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1  V  the  'own  under  special  articles,  the  lower  part  of 
Hartwell  street  was  constructed  by  town  labor  under  the 
supervision  of  Highway  Surveyor. 

Your  Selectmen  have  tried  on  several  occasions  to 
bring  about  a  settlement  of  land  damages  on  Dudley  Ri- 
ver Road,  the  town  having  voted  to  assume  these  when 
the  State  constructed  the  road,  up  to  this  time  we  have 
been  unable  to  reach  an  agreement  with  but  three  of  the 
seven  involved,  therefore  we  respectfully  ask  that  an 
amount  be  appropriated  for  this  account. 

During  the  fall  the  County  Commissioners  relocated 
the  road  from  Globe  Village  bridge  to  the  Sturbridge 
town  line,  this  road  is  now  under  construction  by  the 
Dept.  of  Public  Works,  at  the  hearing  your  Selectmen 
suggested  and  we  believe  that  the  land  damages  will  be 
paid  by  the  County.  The  Selectmen  acted  with  the  Se- 
lectmen of  Sturbridge  in  this  project:  We  have  also  in- 
terested ourselves  in  the  repair  of  the  State  road  from 
this  town  to  Charlton  City,  having  had  an  interview  with 
the  Dept.  of  Public  Work  in  Boston. 

A  committee  on  unemployment  was  appointed  as 
suggested  by  his  Excellency,  the  Governor,  Frank  G.  Al- 
len, to  act  in  conjunction  with  a  Committee  appointed 
by  him,  this  committee  consists  of  both  men  and  women. 

During  the  year  the  Board  laid  out  as  public  streets, 
Moon  Street  Extension  and  Randolph  Street,  and  relo- 
cated the  junction  of  Charlton  Street  and  the  Old  Charl- 
ton Road.  These  were  later  favorably  acted  upon  by  the 
Town  at  special  town  meetings. 

At  the  annual  meeting  the  citizens  voted  to  have 
storm  water  drains  put  into  Worcester  and  Mechanic 
streets,  this  was  done  by  contract,  and  at  the  same  time 
the  rails  of  the  Worcester  Consolidated  Street  Railway 
Co.,  were  removed  along  Mechanic  street  from  the  junc- 
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tion  to  the  bridge,  as  well  as  the  rails  on  the  lower  part 
of  Main  street,  the  Selectmen  recommend  the  continua- 
tion of  the  construction  of  these  storm  water  drains  in 
other  parts  of  the  town. 

Following  will  appear  the  reports  of  Towm  Officers 
and  of  officers  appointed  by  the  Selectmen,  which  will 
show  the  work  in  detail  of  their  respective  departments.

The  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  herewith  submit 
their  report  for  the  Year  ending  December  31,  1930. 

The  filtering  beds  at  Sandersdale  are  working  prop- 
erly, the  effluent  sent  to  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Health  has  been  reported  satisfactory. 

A  survey  of  the  Town's  Sewer  has  been  made  to  find 
the  amount  of  properties  connected  to  same  with  the 
exact  number  of  miles  of  sewerage. 

This  information  has  been  forwarded  to  the  State 
Department  as  per  their  request. 

A  line  of  sewer  has  been  built  from  Green  Ave.  to 
Randolph  St. 

We  recommend  the  extension  of  a  Sewer  line  from 
the  present  sewer  at  Pleasant  Street  to  the  Junction  of 
so-called  Adeline  Street. 

Also  the  relaying  of  the  present  sewer  on  Summer 
St.,  as  that  sewer  is  giving  considerable  trouble  due  to 
roots  entering  the  line  through  defective  joints.

Meetings  have  been  held  monthly  on  the  last  Tues- 
day of  each  month. 

Health  conditions  have  been  good  this  year,  as  the 
report  of  our  agent  and  health  nurse  will  show. 

We  conducted  a  very  succes.sful  Toxin  Anti-Toxin 
Clinic  and  inoculated  399  children,  we  hope  for  a  con- 
tinuation of  these  clinics  and  a  follow-up  by  Schick  Test 
of  those  already  inoculated. 

We  have  added  a  few  hours  a  week  to  the  Dental  Clin- 
ic so  as  to  take  care  of  the  larger  number  of  children. 

The  tuberculosis  clinics  have  been  conducted  every 
Monday  from  4:00  to  6:00  P.  M. 

The  garbage  collection  still  has  its  problems,  what  is 
needed  more  than  any  one  thing  is  the  help  and  coopera- 
tion of  the  householder  in  placing  proper  garbage  in  a 
well  covered  and  protected  pail,  this  pail  to  be  of  metal 
and  being  placed  where  the  collector  may  easily  find  it. 
the  Board  solicits  this  help. 
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During  the  fall  an  enclosure  of  pipe  and  netting  was 
erected  at  the  public  dump  on  the  old  Charlton  road,  the 
Board  believes  this  will  protect  the  surrounding  property 
from  fire  which  threatened  several  times  last  year  during 
the  dry  times.

I  hereby  submit  my  report  as  Board  of  Health  Nurse 
for  the  year  1930.  Preventing  disease,  as  much  as  pos- 
sible is  the  aim  of  the  Board  of  Health.  However,  the  co- 
o])eration  of  the  public  is  absolutely  necessary  to  accom- 
plish this  measure. 

Strict  precaution  with  isolation  or  quarantine  was 
always  recommended  in  cases  of  reportable  diseases.

The  follow-up  work  on  the  toxin-antitoxin  clinics, 
consist  of  giving  the  Schick  test  at  the  end  of  six  months, 
to  ascertain  the  exact  number  of  children  immuned.  It  is 
1  estimated  that  eighty-flve  per  cent  of  these  children  will 
be  immune.  The  result  of  the  test,  read  by  a  doctor  is

The  dental  clinic  in  our  community  is  one  of  the 
most  important  phases  of  public  health  work  among 
school  children.

As  in  previous  years,  an  eight  ounce  bottle  of  pas- 
teurized milk  has  been  served  to  the  pupils  of  St.  Mary's 
school. 


The  work  among  the  tubercular  patients  was  car- 
ried on  as  usual.  Visiting  them  in  their  homes,  giving  ad- 
vice to  prevent  the  family  from  acquiring  the  disease, 
urging  them  to  follow  treatment,  and  to  have  periodical 
examination  at  the  dispensary  or  other  clinics.  Sanitori- 
um  treatment  is  always  recommended,  if  necessary,  be- 
cause a  few  months  there,  is  worth  a  year's  insrtuction 
in  the  home.  The  regular  routire,  the  complete  rest  and 
relaxation, — and  the  sunbaths  improve  the  general  health 
in  a  very  short  time.

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REPORT  OF  CEMETERY  COMMnTEE 


The  Cemetery  Committee  organized  for  the  year  of 
1930  with  George  H.  Hartwell  as  Chairman  and  S.  W. 
Williams  as  Clerk. 

In  carrying  on  the  work  at  the  Cemetery  we  endea- 
vor to  give  the  lots  that  come  under  the  head  of  perpetual 
care  the  utmost  attention.  These  lots  are  carefully  check- 
ed four  times  during  the  year  and  anything  needing  at- 
tention is  immediately  taken  care  of. 

The  greater  part  of  our  expenditure  is  for  labor.  The 
perpetual  care  lots  are  mowed,  raked  and  trimmed  every 
two  weeks  during  the  spring  and  summer  months.  The 
whole  Cemetery  is  mowed  regularly.  This  is  done  to  main- 
tain a,s  neat  and  attractive  appearance  as  possible.  Much 
time  is  consumed  in  keeping  the  dirt  drives  in  good  condi- 
tion, this  is  made  necessary  by  the  heavy  automobile  travel 
of  today. 

Settees  were  purchased  during  the  year  and  placed 
at  convenient  places  throughout  the  Cemetery. 

It  is  our  endeavor  to  do  at  least  one  thing  every  year 
that  may  be  classed  as  a  permanent  improvement.  This 
year  the  stone  wall  bordering  Cohas.see  Street  was  re- 
built and  a  new  fence  erected  where  the  wall  was  totally 
destroyed.  This  section  presents  a  far  more  attractive  ap- 
pearance due  to  this  work. 

We  are  fortunate  in  having  a  great  many  beautiful 
trees  in  the  Cemetery.  In  the  past  we  have  not  been  fman- 
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cially  able  to  do  s.ny  systematic  work  on  them.  This  year 
we  planned  our  expenditures  so  that  we  were  able  to  em- 
ploy an  expert  tree  man  for  about  two  weeks.  What  he  did 
during  this  period  has  added  materially  to  the  appearance 
of  the  trees  he  worked  on. 

The  section  specified  in  a  fund  created  by  Miss  Han- 
nah Edwards  was  given  special  attention.  A  month  was 
spent  in  the  Cole  lot  clearing  away  what  underbrush  had 
accumulated  during  the  year. 

Five  lots  were  sold  and  four  accepted  for  perpetual 
care.  The  total  amount  received  by  the  Cemetery  Depart- 
ment during  the  year  of  1930  was  $667.72.

REPORT  OF  LIBRARIAN 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Jacob  Edwards  Library: 

USE 

Two  boys  at  the  desk  arguing  as  to  which  had  read 
the  more  of  Shakespeare's  plays;  women  asking  for  books 
on  child  study  and  requesting  the  Library  to  take  the  Par- 
ents'Magazine ;  reserves  on  the  best  of  the  new  biograph- 
ies and  plays — all  these  make  us  feel  that  the  Library  is 
worth  while.  More  than  the  fact  that  the  circulation  has  in- 
creased five  per  cent  during  the  year,  and  has  increased 
forty-one  per  cent  in  five  years.  99,018  volumes  were  cir- 
culated during  1930.  Reference  work  has  increased  greatly. 

GROWTH 

The  Library  contains  28,624  volumes;  1,306  volumes 
were  bought  during  the  year,  539  of  which  were  replace- 
ments; 1,467  wornout  and  out-of-date  books  were  discard- 
ed. 

NEEDS 

A  separate  children's  room  was  stated  as  a  great  need 
last  year.  Webster  found  at  the  end  of  a  year  in  their  new 
building  that  it  was  undesirable  to  have  the  children  where 
they  would  trouble  adult  readers — we  have  done  the  best 
we  could  with  this  situation  for  fifteen  years.  There  are 
five  chairs  and  one  table  in  the  reference  room — twenty  or 
more,  are  often  working  in  the  room. 

It  is  distinctly  advisable  that  the  Library  .should  be 
open  from  twelve  to  two — this  will  be  impossible  until 
there  is  a  considerably  larger  income.  With  the  present 
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staff,  it  is  difficult  to  cover  adequately  the  hours  that  the 
Library  is  now  open.  "It  is  not  well  to  schedule  a  person 
for  more  than  four  nights  a  week  in  a  Library."  But  we  do.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TREE  WARDEN 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Have  planted  ninety  trees  of  which  unfortunately 
seven  died,  owing  to  lack  of  water.  The  I.  W.  League 
planted  five  hundred  white  pine  trees.  As  I  am  chairman 
of  the  committee  for  the  reforestration,  we  expect  to 
set  in  about  a  thousand  next  spring.  About  five  hundred 
have  been  planted  in  various  parts  of  the  town  by  private 
individuals. 

I  have  removed  eleven  other  trees,  of  which  died 
owing  to  depression  of  water,  cut  roots,  or  being  chocked 
by  cement  walks. 

We  find  it  a  diflficult  proposition  to  plant  trees  now- 
a-days,  owing  to  so  many  telephone  wires,  high  tension 
power  lines  of  the  Gas  &  Electric,  etc.  We  are  unable  to 
plant  under  same. 

Owing  to  extension  also  of  sidewalks  we  are  forced 
to  cut  trees  along  the  highway.  I  find  that  about  twenty- 
six  trees  have  been  removed  from  private  property.

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REPORT  OF  GYPSY  MOTH  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 

In  the  past  six  years  in  which  I  have  been  in  charge 
of  the  Gypsy  Moth  Department,  the  egg  clusters  have 
been  between  two  to  four  thousand  yearly.  Each  clus- 
ter represents  approximately  two  hundred  eggs.  This  is 
just  a  slight  idea  of  the  rapidity  in  which  they  spread. 

By  application  of  creosote,  we  manage  to  destroy 
these  eggs  before  breeding.  Therefore  protecting  our 
trees. 

This  year  shows  a  slight  improvement  though.  I 
have  56  miles  of  territory  to  cover  in  our  town,  includ- 
ing every  road  from  line  to  line,  also  all  farms,  or  pri- 
vate property  where  lies  a  tree  of  any  description,  shade, 
fruits  or  white  oak,  which  seems  to  be  their  specialty.

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REPORT  OF  PLAYGROUND  COMMinEE 


Dr.  A.  O.  Degrenier, 

Secretary  of  the  Playground  Committee : 

The  playground  season  of  1930  opened  July  7th, 
with  patriotic  exercises  on  all  the  grounds,  and  the  play 
season  continued  for  six  weeks. 

As  in  previous  years  the  weekly  meetings  of  all  the 
instructors  were  held  Tuesday  mornings  in  the  High 
School  Building. 

Five  playgrounds  were  under  the  Supervision  of  the 
Department.  The  daily  average  attendance  was  900 
children. 

The  afternoon  session  of  four  hours  were  divided 
into  Industrial  and  Play  peHods. 

The  Industrial  period  included  basket  making,  trays, 
sewing,  embroidery,  book  covers,  bags,  pocket  books, 
table  mats,  wood  work,  and  iron  work.  The  wood  work 
was  very  popular  with  the  boys,  and  the  iron  work  with 
the  girls.  The  latter  was  colored  in  naturalistic  and  con- 
ventional styles,  and  as  a  result  articles  were  completed 
by  the  children  from  the  various  grounds. 

The  Play  periods  were  divided  into  active  and 
quiet  games,  folk  dancing  and  drills  suitable  for  the  chil- 
dren of  the  various  groups.  On  Playground  Day,  our  clos- 
ing day,  the  little  drills  taught  the  children  on  the  kinder- 
garten grounds,  were  very  effective,  done  in  costume. 
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ATHLETICS  :— 

Athletic  contests  between  teams  representing  the 
different  playgrounds,  and  teams  of  the  same  grounds, 
were  conducted  during  the  season.  Senior  and  Junior 
baseball  leagues  were  organized  with  Central  Street  win- 
ning the  championship  of  both  leagues.  A  large  group 
participated  in  both  leagues  as  the  boys  were  working 
for  the  Babe  Ruth  baseballs  that  were  given  out  on  the 
last  day  to  the  boys  getting  the  largest  number  of  base 
hits. 

Volley  ball  was  a  new  feature  on  the  playground  this 
year,  both  for  the  boys  and  girls.  Great  interest  and  en- 
thusiasm of  the  children  in  this  game  was  very  gratifying. 

The  girls  carried  out  their  punch  ball  schedule  with 
a  great  deal  of  interest  and  showed  the  real  meaning  of 
good  sportsmanship  in  all  games. 

Assemblies  of  all  playgrounds  were  held  every  Fri- 
day— Two  being  held  on  the  Dresser  St.  grounds  and  the 
others  on  the  Central  and  School  St.  grounds.  Track 
events  made  up  the  most  of  the  afternoon  program,  fol- 
lowed by  the  competitive  games  of  volley  and  punch  ball. 

Our  final  day  was  held  August  14th  on  the  Central 
St.  Grounds.  Through  the  courtesy  of  Mr,  Macallister  the 
work  completed  was  on  exhibition  in  his  store  window  on 
Main  St.  during  the  day  of  August  13.  The  work  was 
then  again  exhibited  on  the  Central  St.  grounds  the  final 
day.  Tableaux  depicting  history  were  given  by  the  chil- 
dren from  all  the  grounds. 

I  wish  to  acknowledge  the  co-operation  of  the  Play- 
ground Committee  and  Mrs.  John  I.  Beck,  my  assistant 
Supervisor  for  her  co-operation  and  kind  interest  during 
the  season,  also  the  good  will  and  loyalty  of  the  instruc- 
tors.

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REPORT  OF  SELECTMEN 


To  the  Citizens  and  Taxpayers  of  Southbridge : 

The  selectmen  organized  with  Leon  A.  Caron,  chair- 
man, Joseph  LaFleche  2nd,  clerk,  and  Joseph  E.  Benoit 
as  the  third  member.  Following  is  our  report  of  some  of 
the  outstanding  activities  dealt  with  during  the  year  1931, 
and  which  we  submit  to  you  for  approval. 

Your  selectmen  were  faced  with  a  continued  unemploy- 
ment situation;  and  as  the  months  went  by  conditions  be- 
came more  and  more  acute.  Both  because  of  the  lack  of 
work  and  of  sickness,  larger  expenses  had  to  be  met  in  the 
Soldiers'  Relief  Department.  There  were  approximately 
twenty-six  veterans  receiving  aid,  and  as  each  one  was  com- 
paratively young  and  supporting  a  large  family,  we  were 
oblidged  to  expend  $2,000.00  more  than  the  previous  year. 
We  are  asking  for  an  appropriation  equal  to  that  expended 
this  year. 

Rules  and  regulations  were  made  and  adopted  for  the 
licensing  of  hawkers  and  pedlers  operating  within  the  town 
limits,  to  sell  meat,  fish,  butter,  cheese,  fruit  and  veg- 
etables. 

Needed  repairs  were  made  to  the  Town  Hall  Building ; 
still  there  are  more  to  be  done  and  so  we  recommend  that 
the  same  amount  be  appropriated  for  this  work  as  last 
year. 

Many  requests  were  received  for  street  lights,  also  for 
change  of  location  of  lights.  After  consulting  with  the 
officials  of  the  Electric  Light  Company,  changes  were  made 
for  better  lighting  of  certain  streets;  and  in  the  change, 
enough  lights  were  removed  so  that  six  lights  were  install- 
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ed  along  Brick  Yard  Road.  The  residents  of  this  particular 
locality  had  requested  same  for  the  last  few  years.  All  these 
changes  were  done  without  increasing  the  monthly  cost  of 
electricity. 

During  the  summer  it  v/as  reported  that  repairs  were 
needed  on  the  Central  Street  Bridge.  Your  selectmen  re- 
quested the  Dept.  of  Public  Works,  Boston,  to  send  out  a 
bridge  engineer  to  advise  us  in  the  matter.  After  the  en- 
gineer's visit  here  and  receiving  his  report,  it  was  decided 
to  wait  until  the  annual  town  meeting  before  asking  for  an 
appropriation  to  have  this  work  done.  The  repairs  must 
be  done  in  the  near  future  to  protect  the  bridge  and  the 
public.  An  article  has  been  inserted  in  the  town  warrant 
for  this  purpose. 

The  selectmen  with  other  citizens  petitioned  the 
county  commissioners  for  a  road  to  be  built  from  South- 
bride  to  Eastford.  At  the  hearing  held  in  Worcester,  the 
county  commissioners  recommended  that  this  work  be  done 
under  provisions  of  Chapter  90,  General  Laws.  This  would 
mean  that  the  town,  county  and  state  would  each  have  to 
^aise  one  third  of  the  total  amount  of  the  cost  of  the  coi> 
struction.  The  selectmen  petitioned  the  Dept.  of  Public 
Works  to  include  this  project  in  their  budget  for  1932. 
They  assured  us  by  letter  that  they  would  do  so,  but  con- 
struction would  have  to  start  at  the  Connecticut  line  and 
work  northerly  toward  Southbridge. 

Land  damages  on  the  Dudley  River  Road  have  not  all 
been  settled,  and  some  are  in  the  courts  pending  settlement. 
The  selectmen  tried  in  every  way  to  settle  these  claims, 
but  were  unable  to  see  their  ^v?.y  clear  to  pay  the  amounts 
asked  for.  Conditions  as  to  land  damages  on  the  South- 
bridge-Sturbridge  Road  remain  the  same  as  before  the  spe- 
cial town  meeting,  when  the  selectmen  asked  that  the  town 
vote  to  pay  and  appropriate  money  to  do  so.  This  the  town 
refuse  to  do ;  yet  the  town  will  have  to  pay  these  claims  as  it 
is  a  decree  from  the  county  commissioners.

Through  the  efforts  of  your  state  representatives  and 
selectmen  we  have  been  assured  that  the  Southbridge- 
Charlton  Road  would  be  reconstructed  by  the  state  during 
this  year. 

Complaints  were  received  about  existing  conditions  at 
both  the  Elm  Street  and  Union  Street  playgrounds.  After 
consulting  with  the  school  committee  and  the  complainants, 
it  was  decided  to  close  the  Elm  Street  playgrounds  at  once, 
and  that  the  Union  Street  playgrounds  be  discontinued  after 
this  year. 

The  selectmen  recommend  that  the  town  accept  certain 
sections  of  the  General  Laws,  which  state  that  the  town 
may  reimburse  drivers  of  motor  cars  (all  while  employed 
by  the  town)  for  accidents  which  they  cau^e  to  persons  or 
personal  property. 

We  also  recommend  that  the  erection  and  maintenance 
of  traffic  and  street  signs,  also  painting  of  parking  zones  be 
handled  by  the  Police  Department  instead  of  the  Engineer- 
ing Department.  The  parking  lines  were  not  painted  this 
past  year  because  the  appropriation  of  the  Engineering 
Department  was  insufficient  to  allow  for  this  work  being 
done.  We  also  recommend  that  a  warning  sign  be  placed 
near  the  abutment  of  the  S.  N.  E.  R.  R.  Corp.  this  side  of 
the  railroad  crossing  at  Sandersdale;  also  that  the  abut- 
ments themselves  be  painted  black  and  white.  This  location 
has  proven  to  be  a  very  dangerous  one,  resulting  in  two 
fatal  accidents  this  past  year. 

In  the  following  pages  you  will  find  the  reports  of 
town  officers  and  of  officers  appointed  by  the  selectmen, 
which  will  show  in  detail  the  work  done  by  their  respective 
departments.

As  you  will  notice  by  comparison  of  these  statistics 
to  those  of  1930,  there  were  18  less  marriages,  5  more 
births  and  28  .more  deaths  in  1931.  There  were  also  more 
Sporting  licenses  and  Dog  licenses  issued  in  1931  than  in 
1930.

The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Sirs: 

We  submit  our  recommendations  in  regard  to  con- 
struction work  that  might  well  be  undertaken  in  1932. 

SEWERS 

Two  small  extensions  are  needed  at  the  present  time. 
(1)  Pleasant  St.  from  Robert  St.  to  Hillcrest  Ave.  (2)  West 
St.  and  South  St.  to  low  land  lying  west  of  Litchfield  Ave. 

The  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  has  no  funds  for 
this  work,  therefore  an  appropriation  would  be  necessary. 

STREETS 

In  our  opinion  there  are  but  two  places  in  which  new 
heavy  pavement  is  called  for  in  the  near  future,  Main  and 
Mechanic  Sts.  from  Everett  St.  to  the  wood  block  pavement 
in  front  of  the  American  Optical  Co.  and  Central  and  Wor- 
cester Sts.  from  the  end  of  the  pavement  on  Central  St.  to 
the  junction  of  ^.lechanic  and  Worcester  Sts.  Both  of  these 
pieces  should  be  first  class  pavements.  They  are  principal 
entrances  to  the  Town,  and  compared  with  our  other  streets, 
carry  heavy  traffic.  These  would  be  expensive  jobs  and  we 
recommend  for  this  year  merely  work  on  establishing  re- 
locations which  would  be  advisable  for  their  improvement. 

On  other  streets  we  believe  the  policy  should  be  to 
drain  and  resurface,  especially  at  street  intersections.  We 


have  in  mind  more  extensive  work  than  could  be  expected 
from  the  Highway  Department  under  its  appropriation  for 
ordinary  repairs.  The  expense  of  this  work  would  return 
to  the  tax-payers  through  their  car  repair  bills. 

Vv'e  recommend  a  blanket  appropriation  for  this  work 
on  portions  of  the  following  streets  Cr>'stal,  Morris,  Chest- 
nut. Main.  High.  Sayles,  Ash,  and  Dresser  Sts. 

This  draining  and  resurfacing  work  and  the  sewer 
work  mentioned  above  are  well  adapted  for  furnishing  em- 
ployment in  co-operation  with  the  Welfare  Board. 

BOUNDS 

A  good  part  of  the  work  of  this  Dept.  consists  of  giving 
street  lines,  both  for  private  citizens  contemplating  improv- 
ments  and  in  connection  with  relocations.  A  great  deal  of 
expense  and  uncertainty'  results  from  the  lack  of  proper 
street  bounds.  We  have  included  in  our  budget  an  item  to 
cover  the  cost  of  setting  a  sm^all  number  of  bounds  which 
we  would  set  as  the  opportunity  offered. 

We  wish  to  acknowledge  our  debt  to  the  Cole  Trade 
School  for  blue-printing  and  for  other  services  given  dur- 
ing the  year.

BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Gentlemen : 

The  Board  of  Health,  Dr.  Charles  Simpson,  Arthur 
Lavallee  and  Dr.  Joseph  G.  E.  Page  met  and  organized  as 
follows,  Dr.  Charles  Simpson  Chairman,  Arthur  Lavallee 
Clerk. 

Meetings  were  held  monthly  on  the  last  Tuesday  of 
the  month. 

Health  conditions  have  been  very  good  this  year,  as 
the  itemized  reports  of  the  different  departments  will  show ; 
The  Board  was  very  much  gratified  by  the  fact  that  there 
was  not  one  case  of  Diphtheria  during  the  year.  We  feel 
that  the  work  we  have  done  for  the  last  three  years,  with 
the  toxin  antitoxin  preventive  treatment  has  been  well  paid 
for. 

We  have  however  to  report  a  considerable  number  of 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  this  is  an  acute,  specific  infectious 
and  highly  contagious  disease,  characterized  by  high  fever, 
sore  throat,  a  diffuse  punctate  erythenatous  rash  and  mark- 
ed tendency  to  nephritis  and  suppurative  oiitis  media  or 
absess  of  the  middle  ear. 

Statistics  show  that  in  hospitals  persons  who  do  not 
touch  patients  or  come  within  range  of  droplets  from  the 
nose  or  mouth  very  rarely  acquire  the  disease. 

While  no  age  is  exempt,  a  large  majority  of  cases 
occur  in.children  between  the  ages  of  1  to  15  years,  there- 
fore when  any  child  develops  a  rash  of  any  kind,  a  doctor 


should  be  called  at  once,  and  if  the  house  is  quarantined 
people  should  be  careful  not  to  expose  themselves  as  noted 
above,  or  an  epidemic  may  be  the  result. 

We  feel  that  several  cases  were  not  reported  and 
naturally  exposed  a  great  many  children  to  the  contagion. 
The  public  at  large  must  understand  that  every  case  of 
contagious  must  be  reported  by  somebody,  if  no  Doctor  is 
called,  the  family  must  report  it,  failure  to  do  so  is  punish- 
able by  law. 

Miss  Marguerite  C.  Houle,  the  Public  Health  nurse  was 
voted  a  leave  of  absence  of  four  months  to  pursue  a  study 
in  the  Western  Reserve  University,  in  Cleveland,  Ohio,  the 
Board  was  very  fortunate  in  securing  Miss  Nadia  I.. 
Gatineau  as  a  substitute. 

On  April  28,  1931  the  Board  passed  and  adopted  the 
following  regulation. 

Regulation  2 A.  "No  person,  firm  or  corporation 
shall,  in  the  Town  of  Southbridge,  Mass.,  sell,  ex- 
change, deliver  or  have  in  his  custody  or  possession 
with  intent  so  to  do,  milk  or  cream  from  any  cow 
unless  said  cow  has  within  a  period  of  six  months 
passed  without  reaction  a  tuberculin  test  as 
established  under  the  laws  of  Massachusetts  tested 
under  the  plan  as  adopted  by  the  United  States 
Bureau  of  Animal  Industry. 

This  regulation  shall  not  apply  to  pasteurized 
milk  or  milk  intended  for  pasteurization. 
This  regulation  shall  take  effect  January,  1932." 
The  inf  orcement  of  this  regulation  could  not  be  put  into 
effect  on  the  above  date,  for  the  reason  that  the  State  De- 
partment of  Animal  Industry,  could  not  make  the  necessary 
inspections  and  tests,  but  we  have  been  assured  that  it  will 
be  done  in  the  near  future,  providing  the  Legislature  passes 
the  order  for  necessary  funds. 

In  a  spirit  of  co-operation  with  a  State  Wide  movement 
to  eradicate  tuberculosis  in  cows,  and  prevent  bovine  tuber- 
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culosis  in  children,  the  Board  of  Health  took  upon  itself 
to  call  a  meeting  of  all  the  farmers  interested  in  the  dis- 
tribution of  milk  in  Southbridge.  The  meeting  did  much, 
we  hope,  in  promoting  a  better  understanding  of  the  situa- 
tion. 

Cases  of  tuberculosis  seem  to  have  shown  a  slight  de- 
cline during  the  year.  We  have  kept  a  sharp  watch  on  con- 
tacts, the  clinic  held  every  Monday  has  as  usual  been  very 
poorly  attended. 

We  wish  its  importance  could  be  better  understood  by 
the  public. 

A  detailed  account  of  the  different  activities  follows 
and  will  give  you  a  better  understanding  of  the  work  done.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF 
PUBLIC  WELFARE 


FOR  YEAR  1931 
To  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Southbridge, 

The  year  1931  has  been  in  our  estimation,  the  hardest 
year  in  regard  to  the  Welfare  Department,  that  has  been 
experienced.  Your  board  has  made  every  effort  to  be  as 
economical  as  possible,  taking  into  consideration,  the 
physical  and  mental  contentment  of  the  unfortunates,  who 
have  come  under  their  care.  We  have  aided  288  families, 
with  a  total  number  of  persons  amounting  to  1220.  The 
number  of  persons  out  of  work,  has  been  the  largest,  be- 
cause, we  have  been  unable  to  place  as  many  at  work  as  in 
previous  years.  We  have  purchased  300  cords  of  wood,  that 
was  chopped  by  men  who  were  receiving  Town  aid,  and  in 
this  way,  have  made  the  town's  money  do  double  duty. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  manufacturers,  and  contractors, 
for  their  co-operation  in  the  employment  of  needy  persons. 
To  the  various  Town  officials  we  extend  our  appreciation. 

The  Mother's  Aid  Division,  which  i>  for  widowed 
mothers,  with  two  or  more  dependent  children,  has  twelve 
active  cases,  at  the  present  time.  These  cases  are  under  the 
supervision  of  the  State  Department,  and  are  a  scoi-rce  of 
satisfaction  to  anyone  interested  in  Welfare  Work. 

The  Infirmary,  on  Chestnut  St.,  is  in  good  condition, 
and  the  inmates,  well  cared  for,  under  the  able  supervision 
of  Warden  Joseph  N.  Payant,  who  has  completed  his  19th. 
year. 

Bureau  of  Old  Age  Assistance.  The  first  year  of  tl  is 
division,  has  closed,  with  30  cases  receiving  aid.  Although 
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we  are  now  at  this  phase  of  the  work,  we  feel  we  have  un- 
usual types  of  cases,  and  that  we  are  carrying  out  the  full 
intent  of  the  law.  Persons  receiving  aid,  under  this  Act, 
must  be  needy,  worthy  American  Citizens,  who  have  reached 
the  age  of  seventy  years,  having  twenty  years  consecutive 
residence  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts.  The  Commonwealth 
will  reimburse  the  Town  for  one  third  of  the  money  ex- 


pended.

As  much  time  as  possible 
has  been  put  in  working  on  the  whole  Cemetery.  By  doing 
this  the  Cemetery  presents  a  neat  attractive  appearance  at 
all  times.  A  tree  expert  was  employed  for  two  weeks  in 
the  early  fall  cutting  out  dead-wood  and  filling  cavities  in 
several  of  our  best  trees.  We  feel  this  is  money  well  spent. 
There  are  a  large  number  of  beautiful  trees  in  the  Cemetery 
and  it  is  our  endeavor  to  keep  them  in  a  good  healthy  con- 
dition. A  new  plan  of  lots  was  made  by  the  Engineering  De- 
partment. These  were  badly  needed,  the  plans  we  had  were 
in  some  sections  obsolete  as  new  surveys  had  been  made 
since  the  original  plans  were  drawn.  The  Cole  Lot  was  gone 
over  and  what  underbrush  had  accumulated  during  the  year 
cut.  Special  attention  was  given  the  sections  specified  by 
Miss  Hannah  Edwards  in  a  trust  fund  created  by  her.  There 
were  nine  lots  sold  during  the  year,  four  accepted  for  Per- 
petual Care.  The  total  amount  collected  from  all  sources 
was  $881.09.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Jacob  Edwards  Library : 

Year  by  year  more  people  come  to  the  library,  more 
books  are  lent,  more  demands  are  made  upon  the  Librarian 
and  the  staff :  the  Library  is  constantly  becoming  more 
valuable  to  the  community.  102,176  volumes  were  circulat- 
ed during  1931,  an  increase  of  three  per  cent  over  last 
year,  an  increase  of  more  than  eighty  per  cent  over  ten 
years  ago. 

During  the  year  1,075  volumes  were  purchased;  359 
of  which  were  replacements  of  wornout  books.  The  only 
justification  for  spending  public  money  on  public  libraries 
is  the  educational  value  of  the  library.  We  try  to  buy  a 
reasonable  number  of  the  flood  of  new  fiction,  but  unless 
we  spend  a  large  proportion  of  our  income  on  books  of 
permanent  value,  we  are  betraying  a  public  trust.  And  the 
public  responds.  Whereas  the  increase  in  the  circulation 
of  all  books  has  been  80%  in  ten  years,  the  increase  in 
circulation  of  adult  non-fiction  has  been  over  90%. 

814  state  certificates  were  issued  to  children  who  had 
read,  and  reported  on  to  their  teachers,  five  books  from  the 
State  reading  list;  16  honor  certificates  for  reporting  on 
twenty  books  from  State  list.  Ten  years  ago  16,918  volumes 
were  circulated  to  children;  in  1931  29,085  children's  books 
were  circulated.  There  would  be  little  limit  to  what  could 
be  done  with  a  separate  children's  room. 

Fifty  or  more  young  people  in  the  reading  and 
reference  rooms  become  a  distinct  injustice  to  the  older 
people  who  wish,  and  should  have,  a  quiet  place  for  read- 
ing. This  is  often  the  situation  in  the  evening,  as  well  as  in 
the  afternoon.  The  work  and  needs  of  a  Public  Library 
have  greatly  changed  in  fifteen  years.  It  might  be  advisable 
to  close  the  children's  room  at  six,  instead  of  at  seven 
thirty,  as  at  present. 
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The  annual  report  of  the  St.  Louis  public  library  says/' 
"More  than  ever  are  we  convinced  that  the  most  important 
requisites  for  a  librarian  (and  staff)  are  strong  arches  and 
a.  sense  of  humor".

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 

I  hereby  submit  to  you  a  report  of  the  work  performed 
by  this  department  during  the  year  1932. 

While  the  volume  of  articles  sealed  is  somewhat  low- 
er than  last  year,  the  figures  are  not  a  true  index  of  the 
work  done  by  this  department. 

The  outstanding  difference  this  year  being  the  gas- 
oline pumps.  Many  of  the  larger  stations  installing  electric 
meters. 

An  electric  meter  requires  more  than  double  the  labor 
to  test  and  seal,  than  required  of  a  hand  operated  pump. 
Yet,  the  revenue  derived  from  an  electric  meter  pump  is 
1-6  that  of  the  hand  pump. 

This  year  showed  a  very  small  amount  of  devices  con- 
demned only  nine  being  found  that  were  not  standard. 

A  change  in  the  law  this  year  has  removed  324  oil 
jars  from  the  list  of  articles  sealed,  although  these  same 
jars  had  to  be  re-inspected  to  see  that  no  fruit  jars  were 
used.

MOTH  DEPARTMENT 


Much  progress  has  been  shown  in  the  Gypsy  Moth 
situation.  Today  egg  clusters  are  less  numerous  in  number 
than  last  year.  It  is  of  my  opinion  that  we  are  gradually 
getting  the  upperhand  of  this  disastrous  pest  by  yearly 
thorough  scanting  the  town.  But  sorry  to  discover  a  pest 
of  another  species,  very  similar  to  the  moth  which  has  come 
to  us  of  late  known  as  the  Satan  Moth,  it  is  much  smaller 
in  size,  but  of  the  same  nature,  that  is  as  destructive,  as 
the  Gypsy  Moth. 

Feeding  mostly  on  poplar,  willows  etc.  I  wish  to  inform 
you  if  you  should  encounter  these  please  notify  me  and  I 
will  gladly  assist  you  in  their  destruction.  Each  year  seems 
to  bring  us  a  new  pest  such  as  the  Beetle  pest,  better  known 
as  the  Japanese  Beetle,  which  has  been  imported  through 
the  transportation  of  plants  in  the  roots  of  flowers  etc. 
When  these  have  matured  they  thrive  on  peach  leaves  and 
the  fruit.  This  has  not  as  yet  reached  our  vicinity,  although 
can  be  expected,  as  they  are  already  within  fifty  miles  in 
Boston  Harbor.  '  v  v:  :

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Report  of 
Playground  Committee 

Mr.  Hector  LeClair. 
Chairman  of  School  Committee. 
Dear  Sir: 

The  Playground  Season  opened  July  6th  1931  and 
continued  for  six  weeks,  ending  August  14th  1931. 

Owing  to  the  inclement  weather  of  the  first  week,  out- 
side activities  were  omitted  on  two  afternoons.  On  these 
afternoons,  individual  classes  were  started  in  the  different 
houses  on  the  grounds.  In  this  way  the  children  did  not  lose 
any  time  in  beginning  their  industrial  work. 

The  five  playgrounds;  namely,  Central,  School,  Elm, 
Union  St.  and  Sandersdale  had  a  daily  average  attendance 
of  915  children.  The  Sandersdale  rounds  with  its  new  en- 
trance and  fencing  made  it  the  safest  ground  for  the  child- 
ren in  the  Community, 

After  four  weeks  of  playground  season  owing  to  un- 
friendly attitude  of  a  few  of  the  residents.  Elm  and  Union 
Streets,  the  kindergarten  grounds  were  closed. 

After  the  closing  of  Elm  St.  grounds,  the  use  of  a  lot 
was  given  on  Everett  St.  for  playground  purposes,  but 
the  distance  was  too  great  for  the  little  children  to  cover, 
therefore,  the  attendance  was  reduced  considerably. 

The  afternoon  sessions  were  divided  into  industrial  and 
play  periods.  The  program  opened  on  each  ground  at 
1 :30  P.  M.  with  the  *Tlag  salute"  and  the  singing  "Amer- 
ica"  The  industrial  period  included  basketry,  wooden 
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articles,  sewing,  weaving,  and  other  novelties,  as  a  result 
642  articles  were  completed  by  the  children. 

Play  periods  were  divided  into  active,  quiet,  com- 
petitive games  and  sports. 

Special  play  days  were  held  every  Friday  on  the  Dress- 
er St.  grounds,  where  the  children  from  the  different 
grounds  met  in  competition  for  the  banner,  which  is  given 
to  the  ground  with  the  largest  number  of  points.  This  year 
the  honor  went  to  School  St.  after  Central  St.  holding  it  for 
two  consecutive  years. 

Through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Gable,  Mr.  Burns,  Mr. 
Ashworth  and  Mr.  Illingsworth,  we  were  able  to  hold  a 
special  programme  for  the  children  at  Cedar  Lake  Park, 
Sturbridge,  Mass.  This  outing  was  held  August  13th  1931. 
A  basket  lunch  was  enjoyed,  swimming  and  field  events 
were  included  in  the  day's  pleasure. 

The  children  assembled  at  the  grounds  at  9:00  A.  M. 
oclock  and  were  conveyed  by  bus  to  the  Park,  under  special 
supervision  of  all  teachers.  After  a  very  happy  day  the  re- 
turn trip  was  made  at  4:30  P.  M. 

Two  boys,  one  from  Central  St.  and  one  from  School 
St.  were  presented  *'Babe  Ruth"  baseballs  for  having  made 
the  greatest  number  of  hits  for  the  season. 

The  interest  taken  by  the  children  in  the  industrial 
and  athletic  activities  was  most  gratifying. 

Baseball,  Volley  ball  and  Punch  ball  tournaments 
proved  most  interesting,  giving  the  children  a  chance  to 
prove  their  true  character  in  sportsmanship. 

These  sports  cause  great  rivalry  and  are  an  incentive 
to  the  children  to  work  harder  for  their  home  grounds. 

An  exhibit  of  articles  made,  were  placed  for  two  days 
in  the  window  of  Mr.  Richard  McAllister,  for  which 
courtesy  I  am  sincerely  grateful  as  the  people  from  all 
parts  of  the  town  had  an  opportunity  to  view  the  excellence 
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of  playground  work.  I  wish  to  thank  the  Grace  Flower 
Shop  for  the  beautiful  flowers  donated  for  this  exhibition. 

I  would  recommend  for  the  coming  season,  that  tennis 
courts  be  laid  out  on  Dresser  and  Central  Streets  grounds, 
so  that  the  children  would  have  an  opportunity  to  learn  the 
finer  sports,  thereby,  making  them  better  citizens. 

1  wish  to  acknowledge  the  co-operation  of  the  Play 
ground  Committee,  also  that  of  my  co-worker  Mrs.  John 
Beck.

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  to^^Ti  of  Southbridge  for  the  year  end- 
ing December  31,  1931,  and  report  thereon  as  follows: 

The  records  of  the  financial  transactions  of  the  several 
departments  receiving  or  disbursing  mone}'  for  the  town, 
or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  examined,  checked, 
and  verified  by  a  comparison  with  the  report  and  the  records 
in  the  town  accountant's  ofiice. 

The  accountant's  ledger  was  analyzed,  the  appropria- 
tion accounts  being  checked  to  the  town  meeting  records  of 
appropriations  and  transfers  voted.  A  balance  sheet,  show- 
ing the  financial  condition  of  the  to^^Ti  on  December  31,  1931, 
was  prepared  and  is  appended  to  this  report.  While  some 
improvement  in  the  financial  condition  of  the  to\^Ti,  over 
that  of  last  year,  is  shown  by  the  balance  sheet,  none  of  the 
surplus  revenue  is  available  for  appropriation  until  all  the 
taxes  of  1930  and  previous  years  are  collected  and  the 
amount  of  1931  outstanding  taxes  is  substantially  reduced. 

In  checking  the  appropriations,  it  was  noted  that  the 
appropriation  for  the  reserve  fund  was  voted  to  be  taken 
from  surplus  revenue  and  was  not  considered  by  the  as- 
sessors in  the  determination  of  the  tax  rate.  In  this  con- 
nection attention  is  called  to  Section  23,  Chapter  59,  Gen- 
eral Laws,  as  amended  by  Chapter  428,  Acts  of  1931,  which 
requires  that  the  assessors  raise  all  sums  appropriated  by 
the  town  since  the  last  preceding  annual  tax  assessment, 
and  which  also  provides  that  deductions  on  account  of  ap- 
propriations voted  from  available  funds  in  the  treasurj' 
may  be  made  by  the  assessors  only  upon  the  approval  of  the 
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Commissioner  of  Corporations  and  Taxation.  All  appropria- 
tions voted  by  the  town,  whether  they  are  to  be  raised  by 
taxation  or  to  be  provided  for  by  transfer  from  available 
funds  in  the  treasury,  should  be  certified  by  the  town  clerk 
to  the  assessors,  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
Section  15-A,  Chapter  41,  General  Laws. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  ax- 
amined  and  checked.  The  cash  book  was  footed,  and  the 
recorded  receipts  were  analyzed  and  compared  with  the  ac- 
countant's ledger  and  with  the  records  of  the  departments 
making  payments  to  the  treasurer.  The  payments  were  com- 
pared with  the  selectmen's  warrants  authorizing  the  dis- 
bursement of  town  funds. 

The  payments  of  maturing  debt  and  interest  were  veri- 
fied by  a  comparision  with  the  amounts  falling  due. 

The  securities  and  savings  bank  books  representing 
the  investments  of  the  various  trust  funds  in  custody  of  the 
town  treasurer  were  examined  and  listed  and  the  income 
was  proved. 

The  treasurer's  cash  balance  on  January  25,  1932,  was 
proved  by  a  reconciliation  with  statements  furnished  by 
the  banks  and  by  an  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  collector  of  taxes  were 
examined.  The  commitment  lists  were  added  and  reconciled 
with  the  warrants  of  the  assessors  commiting  the  taxes  and 
assessments  for  collection.  The  collector's  cash  books  were 
footed,  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  by  the  collector  were 
checked  to  the  treasurer's  and  the  accountant's  books,  the 
abatements  were  compared  with  the  assessor's  records  of 
abatements  granted,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  list- 
ed and  reconciled  with  the  accountant's  ledger  accounts. 

Further  verification  of  the  outstanding  taxes  was  made 
by  sending  notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  ap- 
peared on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  and  from 
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the  replies  received,  it  appears  that  the  accounts,  as  listed, 
are  correct. 

The  records  of  the  tax  collector  were  found  to  have  been 
kept  in  a  painstaking  and  efficient  manner,  thereby  facili- 
tating the  work  of  the  audit. 

The  records  of  licenses  and  permits  issued  by  the  select- 
men, town  clerk,  and  the  health  department  were  examined 
and  checked,  and  the  payments  to  the  State,  the  county,  and 
the  town  were  verified. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  town  clerk,  the  town  treasurer, 
and  of  the  tax  collector  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in 
proper  form. 

In  addition  to  the  departments  mentioned,  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures  and  the 
school  and  library  departments  were  examined  and  checked, 
and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified. 

The  tax  title  deeds  on  hand  were  listed  and  the  amounts 
transferred  to  tax  titles  were  verified. 

In  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  there  are  appended 
tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer's  cash,  sum- 
maries of  the  tax  and  departmental  accounts,  together  with 
tables  showing  the  trust  fund  transactions. 

For  the  co-operation  extended  by  the  several  town 
officials  during  the  process  of  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of 
my  assistants  and  for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

from  tax  levy  of  1932.  Work  to  be  given  out  by 
contract  under  the  supervision  of  the  Engineer- 
ing Department. 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  construct  a 
cement  concrete  sidewalk,  with  curb  and  gutter, 
on  the  easterly  side  of  Orchard  Street,  from 
South  Street  southerly  to  the  northerly  line  of 
Dresser  Street,  and  on  the  northerly  side  of 
Dresser  Street,  from  the  easterly  line  of  Or- 
chard Street,  easterly  to  the  present  sidewalk 
on  Dresser  Street,  raise  and  appropriate  money 
thevpfor  or  act  anything  thproon. 

Recommendation: — Voted  to  build  a  cement 
concrete  sidewalk  with  curb  and  gutter  on  the 
easterly  side  of  Orchard  st.  from  South  st. 
southerly  to  the  northerly  line  of  Dresser  st. 
and  on  the- northerly,  side- of  .  Dresser  st.  from 
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the  easterly  line  of  Orchard  st.  easterly  to  the 
present  sidewalk  on  Dresser  st.  and  that  the 
sum  of  ?3,750.00  be  raised  and  appropriated 
same  to  be  taken  from  the  tax  levy  of  1932.  Work 
to  be  given  out  by  contract  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Engineering  Department. 

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the  report 
of  the  Selectmen,  as  to  the  laying  out  as  public 
way,  a  certain  w^ay  known  as  Poplar  Street, 
leading  westerly  from  Glover  Street  to  High- 
land Street,  over  land  of  Newell  Heirs  Estate 
and  others,  raise  and  appropriate  money  there- 
for or  act  anything  thereon. 
Recommendation: — Voted  to  accept  the  report 
of  the  Selectmen. 

Article  23.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the  report 
of  the  Selectmen,  as  to  the  re-locating  of  Cliff 
(or  Mill)  Street,  from  Fiske  Street  easterly  and 
northerly,  to  the  layout  by  the  County  Commis- 
sioners, of  Cliff  Street,  dated  Dec.  23,  1913, 
raise  and  appropriate  money  therefor  or  act 
anything  thereon. 

Recommendation: — Voted  to  accept  the  report 
of  Selectmen  and  raise  and  appropriate 
$1,600.00  therefor.  Same  to  be  taken  from 
the  tax  levy  of  1932. 

Article  24.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  pay  to  William 
M.  and  Catherine  A.  Carney  the  sum  of  $283.00 
as  directed  by  the  County  Commissioners  for 
land  taken  for  State  Highway  and  $206.00  for 
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damages  to  property,  the  same  to  be  paid  from 
the  taxes  of  1932  or  act  thereon. 

Recommendation: — Voted  to  pay  Wm.  M.  and 
Catherine  A.  Carney  for  damages  to  propertj'' 
and  that  the  sum  of  $206.00  be  raised  and  ap- 
propriated therefor  same  to  be  taken  from  the 
tax  levy  of  1932. 

Article  25.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  build  one  or  more 
Catch  Basins  on  Chapin  Street,  near  Bowlen 
Ave.,  raise  and  appropriate  money  therefor  or 
act  anything  thereon. 

Recommendation: — Voted  to  refer  to  a  future 
town  meeting. 

Article  26.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  Twenty  Thousand  Dollars 
($20,000.00)  to  be  spent  for  building  storm 
water  drains  and  resurfacing  portions  of  Lens, 
Main,  Coombs,  High,  Sayles,  Hamilton  and 
Central  Streets,  the  work  to  be  done  by  the 
Highway  Department  the  plans,  specifications 
and  inspection  of  the  Engineering  Dept.,  and 
the  labor  to  be  furnished  as  far  as  possible 
through  the  Public  Welfare  Dept.,  or  act  any- 
thing thereon. 

Recommendation: — Voted  that  the  sum  of 
$20,000.00  be  raised  and  appropriated  for  build- 
ing storm  water  drains  and  resurfacing  por- 
tions of  Lens,  Coombs,  High,  South,  Sayles, 
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Hamilton  and  Central  streets.  Same  to  be  taken 
from  tax  levy  of  1932.  The  work  to  be  done 
by  the  Highway  Department  to  the  plans, 
specifications  and  inspection  of  the  Engineering 
Dept.  and  the  labor  to  be  furnished  as  far  as 
possible  through  the  Public  Welfare  Depart- 
ment. 

Your  finance  committee  has  been  assured  that 
of  this  $20,000.00  labor  to  the  extent  of 
$12,000.00  will  be  furnished  by  the  Welfare 
Dept.  This  means  that  for  $12,000.00  which 
would  be  given  away  the  town  would  be  getting 
its  streets  in  more  permanent  state  of  repair. 
Furthermore  less  appropriation  required  for 
their  upkeep  during  the  next  few  years. 

Article  27.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  World  War  Memorial 
Committee  appointed  under  Article  12  of  the 
Town  Meeting  of  March  7,  1921,  or  act  thereon. 

Recommendation :— Referred  to  meeting. 

Article  28.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  build  a  cement 
concrete  sidewalk  on  the  westerly  side  of  Glover 
Street,  from  the  present  termination  of  the  side- 
walk on  said  street,  southerly  for  a  distance  of 
Fifty-five  (55)  feet,  raise  and  appropriate 
money  therefor  or  act  anything  thereon. 

Recommendation:— Voted  to  build  a  cement 
concrete  sidewalk  on  the  westerly  side  of  Glover 
St.  from  the  present  termination  of  the  sidewalk 
on  said  street  southerlv  for  a  distance  of 
fifty-five  feet  and  that  the  sum  of  $325.00 
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be  raised  and  appropriated  same  to  be  tak- 
en from  the  tax  levy  of  1932.  Work  to  be 
given  out  by  contract  under  the  supervis- 
ion of  the  Engineering  Department. 

Article  29.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  install  two 
electric  lights  on  the  westerly  side  of  Glover 
Street,  or  act  anything  thereon. 

Recommendation: — Voted  to  indefinitely  post- 
pone. 

Article  30.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  build  a  sanitary 
sewer  on  Pleasant  St.  from  Robert  St.  to  Hill- 
crest  Ave.  the  work  to  be  done  by  day  labor 
furnished  as  far  as  possible  through  the  Public 
Welfare  Dept.  raise  and  appropriate  money 
therefor  or  act  anything  thereon. 

Recommendation: — Voisd  to  indefinitely  post- 
pone. 

Article  31.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  construct  a  sani- 
tary sewer  on  West  St.  and  South  St.  from  the 
end  of  the  present  sewer  on  West  St.  to  a  point 
near  Litchfield  Ave.  on  South  St.,  the  work  to 
be  done  by  day  labor  furnished  as  far  as  possi- 
ble through  the  Dept.  of  Public  Welfare,  raise 
and  appropriate  money  therefor  or  act  anything 
thereon. 

Recommendation: — Voted  that  the  town  con- 
struct a  sanitary  sewer  on  West  st.  and  South 
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st.  from  the  end  of  the  present  sewer  on  West 
st.  to  a  point  near  Litchfield  Ave.  on  South  st. 
work  to  be  done  by  day  labor  furnished  as  far 
as  possible  through  the  Dept.  of  Public  Wel- 
fare under  the  supervision  of  the  Sewer  Com- 
missioners and  that  the  sum  of  $2,860.00  be 
raised  and  appropriated  therefor  same  to  be 
taken  from  the  tax  levy  of  1932. 
Your  finance  committee  has  been  assured  that 
of  this  $2,860.00  labor  to  the  extent  of  $1,800.00 
will  be  furnished  by  the  Welfare  Dept.
